In the absence of the Vice-Chancellor, Dr, P. Basu 
zvas elected the Chairman of the Meeting. 

1. The Minutes of the meeting of the Board of 
Inspection held on April 26, 1946, were confirmed, 

2. With reference to Board of Inspection Resolu- 
tions No. 44 of March 8, 1946 and No. 58 of April 26, 
1946, the question of the fulfilment of the conditions of 
affiliation of the K. E. M. U. Jat College, Lakhaoti, could 
not be considered, as the report of the Inspectors had not 
been received. 

In this connection it was resolved that Dr. P. Basu b'e 
also included in the panel of Inspectors appointed for 
this college. 

3. With reference to Executive Council Resolution 
No. 309 dated April 27, 1946, granting affiliation to 
Gajra Raja Medical College, Gwalior, for the M. B., B. S. 
standard, the Board considered letter dated 59th_ 
May, 1946, from the Home Minister, Gwalior State, 
regarding the appointment of House-surgeons and lec- 
tures in Psychiatry as mentioned in the conditions of 
affiliation and also the opinion of the Dean of the Faculty 
of Medicine on the points raised by the Home Minis* 
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Resolved that (1) the college be required to ap- 
point 25 House surgeons for 
the first two years after 
which the matter, be .again 
referred to the University. 

(2) the lectures in Psychiatry 
may be delivered by the 
Superintendent, Mental Hos- 
pital, Gwalior. 

4. With reference to Executive Council Resolution 
No. 256 (ii) of April 27, 1946 and Board of Inspection 
Resolution No. 54 of March 8, 1946, the Board consider- 
ed letter dated April 22, 1946, from the Principal, 

D. A.-V. College in regard to the following remarks of 
the Annual Returns Scrutiny Committee 

(Hi) According to the time-table supplied by the D. A.-V. 
College, Cawnporc, there ate 12 periods per day and evi- 
dently the teaching is done by shifts His not Known 
when the college work begins and when it ends. An 
enquiry was made from the Principal .in this connection, 
but inspite of two reminders, no reply has been received. 
The Board of Inspection and the Executive Council be 
requested to consider the advisability ot laying down 
regulations to control the working houis in colleges. 

Resolved that it be recorded. 

5. Read letter No. 17/XXV— 5 dated April 5, 1946 , , 
from the Principal, Mecuit College, Meerut, in connection 
with the following remarks of the examiner in B. Sc, 
Botany (Practical) for 1945:— 

“The laboratory is small and congested. t _ ! 

Apparatus for Plant Physiology is not yet sufficient”. 

Resolved that the examiner in B. Sc. Botany 
'(Pfactical) for 1947 be asked to report on the adequacy 
of accommodation and equipment The examiner be 
also supplied with a copy of the report of the examiner ; 
for r 1945. 

6. With reference to Executive Council Resolution , 
No. 310 (II) dated 27th April 1946, granting recognition 
to Meerut College for the M. Com. standard, the Board , 
considered letter No. 621/XXV— 14 of June 28 / July 1, \ 
1946, from the Principal, Meerut College, enclosing a j 
copy of the time-table showing that the work of M, Com. 
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classes could be carried out with only one additional 
lecturer and requesting that the college be allowed to 
appoint only one additional lecturer (instead of two in 
1946 and one in 1947). 

It was reported that the Vice-Chancellor, pending the 
decision of theJBoard of Inspection and the Executive 
Council in this matter, had provisionally allowed the 
Principal to start classes with the addition of one lecturer 
only. 

Resolved that it be recommended to the Executive 
Council that Meerut College be allowed to continue 
teaching of M. Com. class in 1946-47, with one additional 
lecturer only but that it be asked to report in April, 1947, 
about the proposed teaching arrangements for 1947-48, 
giving full details of the work of teachers and the 
number of students in each of the Commerce and Econo- 
mics (Intermediate in Arts and Commerce, B. A., 
B. Com. and M. Com.) classes, and periods allotted to 
each subject. 

7. With reference to Executive Council Resolution 
No. 162 of March 10, 1945, granting recognition to 
Dungar College Bikaner, in Chemistry, Physics, Zoology 
and Botany for the B. Sc. standard, the Board considered 
letter No. 280 DC dated July 19, 1946, from the Princi- 
pal, Dungar College, Bikaner, submitting a time-table, 
showing that the appointment of one more lecturer in 
Chemistry and Physics was not necessary and request- 
ing that the condition may be waived In this respect. 

Resolved that it be recommended to the Executive 
Council that so long as the number of students in each 
class does not exceed 20, the present arrangement may 
be allowed to continue. 

8. The Board considered the recommendations of 
the Board of Studies in Medicine (Resolution No* 6 of 
March 6, 1946) that (i) in the matter of making appoint- 
'Tnents to the teaching posts of the Agra Medical 

College, the conditions laid down in the note at the 
bottom of page 144 of the University Calendar, 1945-46, 

. regarding the appointments of professors should be 
strictly adhered to; and. (ii) in .the appointment of 
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readers and lecturers preference should be given to 
candidates possessing teaching experience. 

Note,— T he note referred to under recommendation Mo. (i) leads as 
follows : — 

“Note.— I n addition to the qualifications mentioned above the persons 

appointed to the posts of 1’iofessors must possess at least 

five years’ experience ol teaching the subject concerned.’’ 

Resolved that the Board approves of the recom- 
meiidations of the Board of Studies in Medicine and re- 
quests the Executive Council to ask the authorities of 
Agra Medical College to give effect to them. 

9. The Board considered the changes in the staff of 
affiliated colleges along with the arrangements made and 
the qualifications of persons appointed as communicated 
to the University under Statute 4 of Chapter XVII of 
the Agra University Calendar. 

It was reported that in certain cases enquiries were 
being made and if any irregularity was noticed, it would 
be reported to the Board at its next meeting. 

'Resolved that the changes be recorded. 

In this connection the Board also considered letter 
No. nil dated 8th August, 1946, from the Principal, 
D. A.-V. College, Cawnpore, regarding the appointment 
of -Mr. S. N. Varma as head of the departments of 
History and Politics. 

Resolved that this arrangement be allowed for one 
year as a temporary measure after which a report should 
be called for. 

10. With reference to Regulation 7 of Chapter XXII 
of the University Calendar for 1945-46, the Board ap- 
pointed Rai Bahadur Dr. K. C. Mehta and Mr. C. Maha- 
jan to inspect the following recognised hostels of the 
University : — 

(1) Vaish Boarding House, Agra. 

(2) Kayastha Hostel, Agra. 

(3) Finlay Bhargava Boarding House, Agra. 

(4) Pathak Brindaban Vcdic Ashram, Agra.

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11. With reference to Executive Council Resolution 
No. 253 of April 27, 1946, refusing to recognise Sir 
Hukamchand Digamber Jain Boarding House, Indore, 
unless the whole building was entirely set apait for the 
residence of,Intermediate and degree students, the Board 
considered (i) letter No. 570 dated July 14, 1946, from 
Sir Seth Sarupchand Hukamchand, requesting the Univer- 
sity to reconsider its decision and^grant recognition to 
the Hostel and (ii) letter No. 1/1/46 dated July 22, 1946, 
from the Principal, Indore Christian College, Indore, 
saying that he had received a letter from the hostel 
authorities, stating that they had decided to erect a new 
hostel building to house school boys and that the main 
hostel building would be reserved for college students of 
the two local degree colleges and of the Sanskrit College 
(located in the compound) which they proposed to get 
affiliated to the University when the Oriental Faculty was 
instituted in the University. 

Resolved that the consideration of the matter be 
postponed for the present and the institution be inspected 
by University Inspectors, if they happen to go to Indore 
in some other connection. 

12, The Board considered letter dated 8th August, 
1946, from the Principal, D. A.-V. College, Cawnpore, 
informing that in response to public demand and - in 
accordance with the general policy of the U. P. Govern- 
ment, the working committee of the college had sanction- 
ed the introduction of the double shifts system in the 
college from July 25, 1946. 

Resolved that if the existing statutes, regarding 
numbers in classes, length of periods and staff etc. have 
all been satisfied, the Board has no objection to the 
college building being utilised, for a longer period than 
usual ; provided that separate staff and adequate arrange- 
ments for supervision have been made. 

13. The Board considered the request of the au- 
thorities of the Birla Engineering College, Pilani, for the 

„ recognition of the qualifications of the persons appointed 
to the following posts in # the. college ( vide letter dated 
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July 23, 1946, from the Secretary, Birla Education Trust, 
Pilani) : —

Note.— Under the statutes the person appointed to this post must 
possess (a) First class degree in Engineering, fb) Corporate 
membership of one of the Chartered Engineering Institutes 
and (c) Five years* experience of teaching degiee classes* 
Mr. V. Lakshminarayanan obtained his B. E. degiee of Madras 
University in 1928 and was placed m 2nd division. In those 
days first divisioners were very rare and in that particular 
year there was no first divisioner. lie possesses 9 years* 
teaching experience of degree classes in Mechanical 
and Electrical Engineering College of Gtmch Cen- 
tre, Madras. He is a corporate member of the Institute 
of Engineers, India, It, A. M. L K He possesses 5 years* 
administrative experience, as a member of the Regional 
Inspectorate and as Principal of the Technical Institutions in 
India, He possesses three years* practical experience of 
working as Mechanical Engineer in the Madras P, W, D, He 
has worked as an examiner for 4 'years for 0, K„ for the 
Madras University. 

2 . Assistant Professor of Science— 

Mr. S. Bhattacharya B, Sc. (Alld.), B. Sc. in Min- 
ing and Metallurgy (Benares) with a high second class 
and possessing one year’s experience of teaching in the 
Mining College of the Benares Hindu University. 

Note.— Under the statutes the. Assistant Professor of Science must he 
a First class. M. Sc. in the subject with three years' expe- 
rience of teaching dcRree classes, The authorities say that 
while examining the syllabus they found that a suitable person 
for the post would he a B. Sc. in mining and Metallurgy for 
teaching Chemistry to the students of the Engineering CoIIcrc. 
They advertised for the post hut failed.to get a First class R.Sc. 
with teaching experience They could have only Mr. Bliatta- 
charya and hope that his case will ieeeive the consideration 
it deserves. 

Resolved— that it be recommended to the Executive ' 
Council that- 
ch) Mr. V. Lakshminarayananan appointed to the 
post of the Professor of Mechanical Engi- 
neering may be allowed to continue for the 
current session only, but from the begin- 
ning of the next session in July, 1947, a * 
person qualified according to the statutes 
be appointed. , - 
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(it) The qualifications of Mr. S. Bhattacharya 
for the post of Assistant Professor of 
Science be not recognised and the college 
be asked to appoint another person in his 
place who must be qualified according to 
* the statutes. 

14. The Board considered D. O. letter No. 47/PS 
dated August 9, 1946, from the Home Minister, Gwalior 
Government to the Vice-Chancellor, requesting the Uni- 
versity to recognise the qualifications of Dr. S. C. Guha, 
M. B.(Cal.) M. R. F. R. S. (Glass.) for appointment as 
Professor of Anatomy in Gajra Raja Medical College, 
Gwalior. 

Resolved that the Board does not recommend the 
recognition of the qualifications of Dr. S. C. Guha for 
the post of Professor of Anatomy in Gajra Raja Medi- 
cal College, Gwalior. 

15. The Board appointed a Committee, consisting 
of the Deans of the Faculties and Dr. L. P. Mathur to 
scrutinize the Annual Returns of the college for the year 
1945-46. 

16. The Board considered letter No. 446 dated 
August 17, 1946, from the Honorary Secretary, S. M. 
College, Chandausi, requesting permission for the ap- 
pointment of a combined head of Commerce and Econo- 
mics departments (instead of a separate professor 
for Commerce and Economics), and also for the appoint- 
ment of an M. A, in Philosophy to the post of the 
Librarian, who would also teach Logic to inter, classes for 
two - periods per day. 

. Resolved that it be recommended to the Executive 
Council that the request of the college be not granted.

(i) that the attention of the head examiner 
be drawn to the rules and they be asked to 
bring about uniformity of standards bet- 
ween their own marking and that of the 
co-examiners ; 

(») that the result charts should be more care- 
fully printed so as to avoid confusion bet- 
ween the same line on the foil and the 
counterfoil; 

(Hi) that the rules regarding the deductions 
from the remuneration of the examiners 
on account of delay in submitting marks 
and answer-books etc. be strictly obser- 
ved ; 
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( iv ) that cloth-lined envelopes he supplied by 
the University office to the examiners for 
sending the marks to (he head-examiners, 
the tabulators and the Registrar.

person concerned has undergone the full course and 
obtained a certificate). 

Provided that the condition regarding regular course of study 
shall not apply to existing teachers in the affiliated colleges, 
who have at least 5 years* experience of teaching Drawing 
to the Intermediate classes. 

20. With reference to Executive Council Resolution 
No. 271 of April 27, 1946, the Council approved of the 
proposal of the Vice-Chancellor that Statute 1 of Chapter 
XXIX-B, relating to re-admission of students to Univers- 
ity examinations, be amended as follows : —

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No candidate shall be allowed to offer Military Science as an 
optional subject for the B.Com.

D. Chapter XXXIII-A— ( Page 294 of the Calendar

Add the following proviso to Statute 4 at the end:—

Examination, unless he has had previous Military training 
for at least two consecutive sessions. 

22. With reference to Executive Council Resolution 
No. 216 of March 9, 1946, the Council considered the 
report of the special committee, appointed to consider the 
application of Mr. Raja Ram, an ex-student of D. A.-V. 
College, Cawnpore, for admission to the B. Com. degree 
of the University under (War) Statute 23 of Chapter 
XXIX-A of the Calendar for 1945-46. 

Resolved that as recommended by the special Comm- 
ittee, Mr. Raja Ram be admitted to the B.Com. degree of 
the University under (War) Statute 23 of Chapter XXIX-A 
of the Calendar. 

23. Read application dated Nil of Mr. H. N. Shingal, 
an ex-student of Holkar College, Indore, for admission to 
theB.A. degree of the University under (War) Statute 23 
of Chapter XXIX-A of the Calendar for 1945-46. 

Resolved that a special committee consisting of the 
Principals of Holkar and Christian Colleges, Indore, be 
appointed to consider and report on the application. 

In this connection the Council also requested the Dean 
of the Faculty of Law to look into the statute, relating to 
War degrees and to advise the Council as to how long the 
University was bound to grant such degrees under the 
statute. 

24. The Council considered the question of taking 
action consequent to the passing of the Agra University 
(Amendment) Act, 1946, adding the following proviso 
to Section 30 of the Act: — 

Provided that a holder of the L. M. P. of L. S. M, F. Diploma 
of the State Medical Faculty, United Provinces, may be 
admitted to a course of study for the M. B., B. S. degree 
in the Faculty of Medicine, even though he has not passed 
the examinations referred to in this section.

25. With reference to Board of Inspection Resolu- 
tion No. 62 of April 26, 1946, the Council considered the 
report of the Inspectors on the periodical inspection of 
Meerut College, Meerut (held on April 7, 1946) together 
with the recommendations of the Board of Inspection in 
this connection. 

Resolved that the report be generally approved and 
as recommended by the Board of Inspection, the college be 
asked to take action particularly in regard to the 
following : — 

(1) That considering the large increase in the number of 

students in the college, more class rooms should be cons- 
traded. 

(2) That more hostel accommodation should be provided* 

(3) That students should not be allowed to reside in the Tyagi 

Hostel, until it is recognised by the University, 

(4) That a more commodious room be provided for the increased 

number of women students* 

(5) That the segregation ward unit should be reserved for its 

proper purpose and should not be used as hostel rooms, 

(6) That, where they do not exist, dining rooms should be 

provided in the four hostels* 

(7) That a system of supervision of the different Faculties by 

senior members o£ the staff should be worked out and 
put in practice in the interest of the general tone and 
discipline of the large number of students on the 
rolls* 

Resolved}furthcr that copies of the report be sent to 
the 'Principal and the Managing authorities of the college 
and their attention invited to the above recommendations 
and that the Principal be asked to state in a formal 
reply by October 1, 1946, what action the college proposes 
t° # take in regard to the recommendations and other 
points raised by the Inspectors in their reports* 
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26. The council sanctioned travelling allowance to 
Mr. C. Mahajan for attending meetings of the Results 
Committee during summer vacations by the longer route 
(Via Abu Road over B. B. & C. f. Rly. instead of Budni 
over G. I. P. Rly.) as it saved him considerable tune in 
the journey, 

27. The Council considered letter dated May 16, 
1946, from Dr. B. L. Chona, of Imperial Agricultural 
Institute, Delhi, in regard to payment of road mileage 
from Bulandshahr station to Lakhaoti and back, which 
had been disallowed in accordance with the University 
rules from his T. A. bill for the journey undertaken by 
him for conducting B.Sc. (Ag.) practical examination 
of 1946 at Jat College, Lakhaoti. 

Resolved that as a special case Dr. Chona be paid 
Rs. 12 more on account of road journey to Lakhaoti and 
back. 

28. The Council recorded the suggestion of a 
Superintendent of University examinations that a suitable 
and sufficient sum should be advanced by the University 
office to the Superintendents of centres for meeting 
expenses in connection with University examinations. 

29. The Council recorded letter dated May 19, 1946, 
from Dr. Mathura Lai Sharma, Convener, Board of 
Studies in Sociology, resigning convenership of the 
Board. 

30. Read letter No 536/XXV-35 dated June 15/18, 
1946, from the Principal, Meerut College, requesting for 
making the college a centre for the M.Com. Examination 
with effect from 1947. 

Resolved that the request of the college be granted. 

31. Read letter No. 1982 dated June 6, 1946, "from 
the Director, Imperial Institute of Sugar Technology, 
Cawnpore, applying for the recognition of the Imperial 
Institute of Sugar Technology, Cawnpore, for the pur- 
pose of research work for Ph.D, „and D.Sc, of Agra 
University. 
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Resolved that the matter be referred to the Board of 
Studies in Chemistry. 

32. Read letter No. 7 L. D. 3445 dated 17th May, 
1946, from Mr. Pooran Chandra Jain of Jaipur, reques- 
ting the University to include the name of the daily 
Hindi paper “Lokvani ” in the list of paper's to which 
copies of results of the examinations of the University 
were supplied by this office. 

Resolved that the Council regrets its inability to 
accede to the request. 

33. With reference to letter No. 1516-1536 dated 
March 13, 1946, from the Secretary, Inter-University 
Board, India, the Council considered certain resolutions 
passed by the Inter-University Board, India, at its 21st 
Annual Meeting, held at Colombo on December 21 and 
22, 1945, together with the suggestions of the Vice- 
Chancellor as to the action to be taken on each of them 
( Vide Appendix G). 

Resolved that the suggestions of the Vice-Chancellor 
be accepted. 

Resolved further that in regard to Resolution I, 
XLIV and XVII the following replies be sent to the 
Inter-University Board; — 

Resolution /.—The University agrees with the principle under- 
lying the resolution, but in a University like Agra, it 
is not practicable owing to its vast territorial jurisdiction 
and the distances involved. 

Resolution XLIV The University agrees to raise the amount 
o£ its annual contribution to the Jnter-Univcrsity Board 
from Rs. 750 to Rs. 1,000. 

Resolution XVIL— The University will consider the matter 
sympathetically when particulars regarding courses of 
studies and standards of the various examinations of 
those universities are supplied to this University. 

34. The Council considered letter No. 583-626 
dated July 1, 1946, from the Secretary, Inter-University 
Board, India, inviting propositions for the next meeting of 
the Inter-University Board, to be held at Jaipur in Decern- 
ber 1946, under the auspices of the Agra University# 

Resolved that the Council has no proposals to make, 
but proposals, if any received by the Registrar from the 
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individual member of the Council, may be forwarded to 
the Inter-University Board. 

35. Under Regulation 6 of Chapter XVI of the 
University Calendar for 1945-46, the Council considered 
the question of appointing one of the members of the 
Board of Studies in Agriculture, in place of Dr. T. S. 
Sabnis, who had since ceased to be a member of the 
Faculty of Agriculture and, therefore, also of the. Agri- 
culture Board. 

Resolved that the Convener be appointed by the 
Faculty at its next meeting. 

36. The Council sanctioned payment of Rs. 14 
on account of T. A. from Delhi to Agra and back to 
Mr. Har Govind, Assistant Librarian, Hindu College, 
Delhi, whom Dr. S. Krishan of Delhi, an examiner for 
the B.A. supplementary examination of 1946 had sent 
for the purpose of delivering his question paper to the 
Registrar, as it could not be sent by post owing to postal 
strike. 

37. With reference to Statute 3 of Chapter 
XXXIII-E, providing that a candidate who has not 
attained the age of 17 years or who is more than 21 
years of age on the 1st July of the year in which he 
seeks admission, shall not be admitted to the B.Sc. (Engg.) 
Previous Part I class in an affiliated college of the Uni- 
versity, the Council considered the cases of certain 
students seeking exemption from the statute referred to 
above. 

Resolved that the Vice-Chancellor be authorised to 
deal with these cases. 

38. Read letter dated July 15, 1946, from the Hony. 
Secretary, S. M. College, Chandausi to the Vice-Chancel- 
lor, requesting that Mr. M. L. Misra be allowed to con- 
tinue as Principal of the college and that the condition 
of having 5 years’ experience as Principal of an Inter- 
mediate College be waived in his case in view of his long 
and varied experience. 

Resolved that Mr. Misra be allowed to continue as 
Principal of the S. M. College, Chandausi, till the expiry 
of the current session only, after which a duly qualified 
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person be appointed to the post of the Principal of the 
college. 

39. The Council approved of the draft of the 
certificates to be awarded to candidates passing the M.A., 
M.Sc. or B.Com. Examination in an additional paper or 
subject after taking these degrees, under Statutes 12, 11 
and 3A of Chapters XXX. XXXI and XXXIII of the 
University Calendar for 1945-46, respectively (Vide 
Appendix H). 

40. The Council confirmed Vice-Chancellor’s order 
dated August 10, 1946, approving of the suggestion of 
the Registrar that, due to the postal strike, the applica- 
tions and fees of candidates for the supplementary 
examinations of 1946, be accepted even if received after 
the statutory date, August l, 1916, until the date of the 
commencement of the examination i.e, August 13, 1946, 

41. The Council considered the draft 'Convocation 
Procedure’ for 1946, as revised in the light of decisions 
taken by the Executive Council under its Resolution 
No. 248 of April 27, 1946 ( Vide Appendix I). 

Resolved that the ‘Convocation Procedure’ for 1946 
be apppoved as amended at the meeting. 

42. The Council considered the case of ette Virendra 
Swarup, who appeared at the M.A. Previous (Econ.) 
Examination of 1946, from D. A, V. College, Cawnpore, 
and whose supplementary answer-books in one paper 
were said to have been lost. 

Resolved that no action be taken in this case. 

Resolved further that the Superintendents of centres 
be asked to maintain a detailed and complete account of 
all answer-books issued to each examinee and send this 
statement to the Registrar, immediately after the examina- 
tion is over. 


43. With reference to letter dated July 20, 1946 
from the Agent, Imperial Bank of India, Agra, informing 
that 3$ per cent. Government loans 1842/43; 1854/55* 
1865 and 1900/1, held by the Bank in the various medal 
fund accounts, would fall due for redemption on the 16th 
September, 1946 and that the proceeds thereof could be

invested, at the option of the holders, between August 
1 5, 1946 and September 16, 1946, either in 3 per cent. Con- 
version Loan 1946 (redeemable on or after 16-9-86) or 
in 2£ per cent, loan 1976, (i) the Council confirmed Vice- 
Chancellor’s order dated August 8, 1946, sanctioning 
investment df the mentioned loans in 3 per cent. Conversion 
Loan 1946 within the prescribed time, and (it) reduced 
the rate of Govind Dass Gupta Scholarship from Rs. 15 
p.m. to Rs. 13 p.m. as the securities in the case of this 
endowment would now yield annually Rs. 143-8-0 only 
as against Rs. 167-8-0 received so far. 

44. With reference to Academic Board Resolution 
No. 2 of March 9, 1945, drawing the attention of the 
Boards of Studies in Economics, Politics and English 
to the low percentage of first divisioners in B.A. 
Economics and Political Science and in M.A. (Previous) 
English, the Council recorded the recommendations of 
the Boards of Studies concerned that the resolution of 
the Academic Board be brought to the notice of the 
examiners concerned. 

45. Read letter No. 193/A/2/4 dated August 3, 
1946, from the Principal, Bareilly College, Bareilly, 
saying that due to the postal strike some candidates, 
having failed once in a University Examination, living 
in outstations, could not possibly submit their applica- 
tions within ten days of the commencement of the 
college session, as provided for under Statute 1 of 
Chapter XX1X-B, and requesting that the time limit of 
ten days be extended to twenty days for this session 
only as a special case, so that such candidates might 
appear as ex-students at the examinations of 1947. 

Resolved that as a special case this year, certificates 
granted to such candidates after proper enquiry by the 
Principals of colleges within 20 days of the opening of 
college session, be accepted for purposes of Statute 1 
of Chapter XXIX-B. 

46. Read letter No. 1 (i)/262 dated July 19, 1946, 
from the Principal, B. R. College, Agra, requesting 
permission to start a new section in the 3rd year 
B.Sc. (Ag.) class (Vide Executive Council Resolution 
No. 256 dated April 27, 1946). 

Resolved that the request of the college be granted. 
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47. The council considered the suggestion of the 
Convener of the Board of Studies in Political Science 
that tutorial work should be made compulsory for all 
students in order to ensure better results and that the 
University should insist on atleast 25 per cent, attendance 
out of 75 per cent, of the classes; further, that the present 
practice of counting 3 tutorials as equivalent to 2 lecture 
periods should be abolished. 

Resolved that the matter be referred to the various 
Boards of Studies. 

48. The Council considered a note on the “United 
Nations Educational Scientific and Cultural Organisa- 
tion". 

Resolved that the Vice-Chancellor be requested to 
send a suitable reply. 

49. The Council confirmed Vice-Chancellor’s order 
dated May 5, 1946, permitting one Shyam Singh to 
appear at the special B.Sc. (Ag.)j Examination, held in 
July, 1946, for the students of Agricultural College, 
Cawnpore, 

50. Read letter No. 1108 dated August 14, 1946, 
from the Principal, Government College, Ajmer, 
requesting the University to make the college a centre 
for M.Sc. Examination in Zoology and Botany from 
the examinations of 1947. 

The Principal requested that the College be made a 
centre for M.A. Examination in Economics also. 

Resolved that the college be made a centre for M.A. 
Examination in Economics and M.Sc. Examination in 
Zoology and Botany from 1947 onwards. 

51. Read D. O. letter No. 47/P.S. dated August 
9, 1946, from the Home Minister, Gwalior Government, 
to the Vice-Chancellor, requesting the University to 
recognise the qualifications of Dr. S. C. Guha, M.B. 
(Cal.), M.R.F.P.S. (Glass.), for appointment as Pro- 
fessor of Anatomy in Gajra Raja Medical College, 
Gwalior. 

In this connection the Council also considered the 
Board of Inspection Resolution No, 14 of August 23, 
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1946, saying that the request of the Home Minister be 
not granted. 

Resolved that the college be allowed to retain the 
services of Mr. Guha for two sessions (1946-47 and 
1947-48) only and in the meantime further efforts be 
made to find out another teacher conforming to the 
qualifications laid down in the statutes. 

52. The Council considered a reference in regard 
to the appointment of one of the paper-setters for the 
examinations of 1947 and gave necessary instructions 
in this connection. 

53. The Council considered letters No. 1311 of 
June 28, 1 946 and No. 2872 of August 16, 1940, from 
the Deputy Secretary to Government, U. P., Economics 
and Statistics Department, Lucknow, and nominated 
Dr. P. Basu as the representative of the University on 
the new Provincial Economic Advisory Board U. P. 
subject to approval of the Senate. 

54. The Council considered the following recom- 
mendation of the Results Committee made at its meeting 
on April 27, 1946, regarding the abolition of automatic 
re-examination in M.B., B.S. : — 

Resolved that in view of the fact that marks in M B., B.S. 
Examinations are awarded m colloboration between the external 
and internal examiners and because the cases of re-examination 
in M B., B S. arc rare, it be recommended to the Executive Council 
that the provisions, relating to the re-examination of answer- 
books of candidates, appearing for the M.B., B.S. Examinations be 
repealed. 

Resolved that the recommendation of the Results 
Committee be accepted and it be recommended to the 
Senate that the words "or the First, Second or Final 
M. B., B. S. (Part I or Part II )” occurring in the 
preamble, and part (1) and the note to para (1) 
of statute 15 of Chapter XXIX—A on pages 193-194 
of the Agra University Calendar for 1945-46, be deleted. 

55. Resolved that the request of the Principal, 
Christian College, Indore, that the college be made a 
centre for M.A. Examination in Political Science also, 
for 1947, onwards be granted. 
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56. With reference to Executive Council Resolu- 
tion No. 309 dated April 27, 1946, granting affiliation 
to Gajra Raja Medical College, Gwalior, for the M.B., 
B.S, standard, the Council considered (i) letter dated 
29th May, 1946, from the Home Minister, Gwalior 
State, regarding the appointment of housc-stirgcons and 
lectures in Psychiatry as mentioned in the conditions of 
affiliation together with the opinion of the Dean of the 
Faculty of Medicine on the points raised by the Home 
Minister, and («) Board of Inspection Resolution No. 3 
of August 23, 1946, recommending that (a) the college 
be required to appoint 25 house-surgeons for the first 
two years after which the matter be again referred to 
the University and ( b ) the lectures in Psychiatry may 
be delivered by the Superintendent, Mental Hospital, 
Gwalior. 

Resolved that the recommendation of the Board of 
Inspection be accepted. 

57. With reference to Executive Council Resolution 
No. 310 (II) dated April 27, 1946, granting recognition 
to Meerut College for the M.Com. standard, the Council 
considered letter No. 621/XXV-14 of June 28/July 1, 
1946, from the Principal, Meerut College, enclosing a 
copy of the time-table showing that the work of M.Com. 
classes could be carried' out with only one additional 
lecturer and requesting that the college be allowed to 
appoint only one additional lecturer (instead of two in 
1946 and one in 1947), 

The Registrar reported that the matter was referred 
also to the Board of Inspection and the Board recom- 
mended that Meerut College be allowed to continue 
teaching of M.Com. class in 1946-47 with one additional 
lecturer only but that it be asked to report in April, 1947 
about the proposed teaching arrangements for 1947-48, 
giving full details of the work of teachers and the 
number _ of students in each of the Commerce and 
Economics (Intermediate in Arts and Commerce, B.A., 
B.Com. and M.Com.) classes, and periods allotted to 
each subject (vide Board of Inspection Resolution No. 6 
of August 23, 1946). 

Resolved that the recommendation of the Board of 
Inspection be accepted. 
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58. With reference to Executive Council Resolu- 
tion No. 162 of March 10, 1945, granting recognition to 
Dungar College, Bikaner, in Chemistry, Physics, 
Zoology and Botany for the B.Sc. standard, the Council 
considered (i) letter No. 280 DC dated July 19, 1946, 
from the principal, Dungar College, Bikaner, submitting 
a time-table, showing that the appointment of one more 
lecturer in Chemistry and Physics was not necessary 
and requesting that the condition may be waived in this 
respect, and (m) Board of Inspection Resolution No. 7 
of August 23, 1946, recommending that so long as the 
number of students in each class does not exceed 20, the 
present arrangement may be allowed to continue. 

Resolved that the recommendation of the Board of 
Inspection be accepted. 

59. The Council considered the recommendations 
of the Board of Studies in Medicine (Resolution No. 6 
of March 6, 1946) that (i) in the matter of making 
appointments to the teaching posts of the Agra Medical 
College, the conditions laid down in the note at the 
bottom of page 144 of the University Calendar, 1945-46, 
regarding the appointment of Professors should be 
strictly adhered to; and (it) that in the appointment of 
readers and lecturers preference should be given to 
candidates possessing teaching experience. 

In this connection the Council also considered Board 
of Inspection Resolution No. 8 of August 23, 1946, 
approving of the recommendations of the Board of 
Studies in Medicine and requesting the Executive 
Council to ask the authorities of Agra Medical College 
to give effect to them. 

Resolved that the authorities of the College be 
addressed in the matter as recommended by the Board 
of Inspection. 

60. The Council considered (i) letter dated August 
8, 1946, from the Principal, D. A. V. College, Cawnpore, 
informing that in response to public demand and in 
accordance with the general policy of the U. P. Govern- 
ment, the working committee of the college had .sanc- 
tioned the introduction of the double shift system in the 
college from July 25, 1946, and (it) Board of Inspection 
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Resolution No. 12 of August 23, 1946, recommending 
that if the existing statutes, regarding numbers in 
classes, length of periods and staff etc. have all been 
satisfied, the Board had no objection to the college 
building being utilised for a longer period than usual; 
provided that separate staff and adequate airangcments 
for supervision had been made. 

Resolved that the recommendation of the Board of 
Inspection be accepted and the College be informed 
accordingly. 

61. The Council considered the request o£ the 
authorities of the Birla Engineering College, Pilani, for 
the recognition of the qualifications of the persons 
appointed to the following posts in the college ( vide letter 
dated July 23, 1946, from the Secretary, Birla Education 
Trust, Pilani) 

1. Professor of Mechanical Engineering . — 

Mr. V. Lakshminarayanan, B.E , A.M.I.E, (Ind.). 

Note.— Under the statutes the person appointed to this post 
must possess (a) First Class degree in Engineering, 
(b) Corporate membership of one of the Chartered 
Engineering Institutes, and (e) Five years* experience 
of teaching degree classes. Mr. V. Lakshminarayanan 
obtained his B.E. degree of Madras University in 1028 
and was placed in 2nd division. He possesses 9 years' 
teaching experience of degree classes in Mechanical 
and Electrical Engineering College of (iumii Centre, 
Madras. He is a corporate member of the Institute 
of Engineers, India, i.e. A.M.I.E. He possesses S years’ 
administrative experience, as a member of the Regional 
Inspectorate^ and as Principal of the Technical 
Institutions in India. He possesses three years’ practical 
experience of working as Mechanical Engineer in the 
Madras, P. W. D. He has worked as examiner for 
4 years for B.E. for the Madras University, 

2. Assistant Professor of Science. 

Mr. S. Bhattacharya, B.Sc. (Alld.), B.Sc. in Mining 
and Metallurgy (Benares) with a high second class and 
possessing one year’s experience of teaching in the 
Mining College of the Benares Hindu University, 

Note.— Under the statutes the Assistant Professor of Science 
must be a First Class M.Sc., in the subject with three 
years’ experience of teaching degree classes. 
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The Registrar reported that the matter had also 
been referred to the Board of Inspection and the Board 
(under its Resolution No. 15 of August 23, 1946) 
recommended that (i) Mr. V. Lakshminarayanan who had 
been appointed to the post of the professor of Mechanical 
Engineering may be allowed to continue for the current 
session only but that from the beginning of the next 
session in July, 1947, a parson qualified according to the 
statutes be appointed; ( ii ) the qualifications of Mr. 
S. Bhattacharya for the post of Assistant Professor of 
Science be not recognised and the college be asked to 
appoint another person in his place who must be qualified 
according to the statutes. 

Resolved that the recommendation of the Board of 
Inspection be accepted.

II. In some of the papers m LL.B. (Final), there was a great deal 
of difference in the standards adopted by the Head Examiner and two 
co-examiners. In my opinion the Head Examiner is not a mere Post 
Office whose duty is to send the marks to the tabulator. He should see 
that the co-examiners under him conform to the standard adopted by 
him. Some suitable device should be adopted to bring about unifor- 
mity^ standards, so that one section of students may not suffer, 

The time allowed to some of the examiners is very long. The 
result is that the University results are unduly delayed A mere scien- 
tific system of allowing time to individual examiners should be devised, 
so that the University may be able to publish its results goon. 

The result charts should be more carefully printed, so as to avoid 
, confusion between the same line on theHoil and the counterfoil.

III. A number of examiners in M Sc, and B Sc (Agri.) Examina- 
tions sent their marks rather late with the result that I could not send 
the charts to the checker early, and the publication of the result was 
delayed, I suggest that such Examiners as delay the submission of 
marks by more than a week without the previous sanction of the Vice- 
Chancellor should be debarred from becoming examiners at least for 
two years. 

The Allahabad and the Lucknow Universities publish their results 
much earlier and our students suffer as they cannot answer advertise- 
ments on account of late publication of results, 

A large number of examiners of M.A. sent their marks in ordinary 
envelopes (not doth lined) I can say from personal experience that it 
is some times difficult to get cloth lined registration envelopes from 
post offices. I would suggest that the Registrar should get envelopes 
made and send them to the examiners along with Roll lists etc. This 
I consider as very necessary, A provision should be made in mstruc- 
* tions to examiners that any body who sends marks in ordinary 
envelopes or unregistered covers will be fined Rs 10 on the report of 
the tabulators. This condition should be printed in red ink,' 

One co-examiner in Law entered marks as 37$ or 40$. He repeated 
this at least 20 times and the Head Examiner, through whom the foils 
pass, did not care to correct the mistakes I have entered as 38 or 41.

1. The University Convocation will be held on Saturday Novem- 
ber 23, 1946, at 3 p ra in the Davies Hall, Senate House, Agra, for the 
conferment of Doctors’ and Masters’ degrees only, and for the award 
of University medals and prizes. 

2 Candidates for the Doctors’ and Masters’ degrees must inform 
the Registrar in writing by November 8, 1946 of their intention to be 
present at the Convocation No candidate shall be admitted to. the 
Convocation who has not sent in his name to the Registrar by that 
date, but in exceptional cases the Vice-Chancellor may permit a candi- 
date to be admitted to the Convocation on payment of late fee of 
Rs 2, provided his name is received in the University Office by 3 pm 
on November 21, 1946 Candidates need not send this information 
through the Pnndpals of colleges 

3 Candidates at Convocation shall wear the gowns and hoods 
appropriate to their respective degrees. Male candidates shall either 
appear bare-headed or wear turbans. No candidate shall be admitted 
to Convocation who is not in proper academic dress prescribed by the 
University.

Degiee Committee, consisting of the Vice-Chancellor, 
the Dean of the Faculty concerned and the Convener of 
the Board of studies concerned, with the addition of one 
other person with expert knowledge of the subject of 
the thesis to be co opted by the Committee. The Com- 
mittee shall satisfy itself that the subject offered is one 
which can profitably be pursued under the superintendence 
of the University or ot an affiliated college and that the 
candidate possesses the requisite qualification and equip- 
ment.

Statement of Objects and Reasons . 

There has been and still is a great demand in the cities of Benares 
and Aligarh for opening degree classes in institutions which take a 
large number of day scholars The Benares Hindu University and the 
Aligarh Muslim University, which are residential Universities, have 
been unable to consider the claims of such in>titutions, as only colleges 
which form an integral part of the Universities can be organically' con- 
nected with them The same remarks apply m the case of the Allahabad 
and Lucknow Universities. 

The position in the case of the Agra University is different. The 
Agra University Act (sub-section (1) of Section 24) however, imposes 
restrictions on the affiliation of colleges situated within a radius of ten 
miles from the Convocation Hall of the Benares Hindu University or 
from the University Mosque of the Aligarh Muslim University. If 
this restriction is removed it will be possible for such institutions to 
secure affiliation with the Agra University It is accordingly proposed 
to delete the words “or within a radius of ten miles from the Convoca- 
tion Hall of the Benares Hindu University or fiom the University 
Mosque of the Aligarh Muslim University” from the above section. 
There is no likelihood of the interest of the Benares Hindu University*

But he 
started back for Agra on the 29th 
July, at 6 p. m. and claimed 5 days 
daily allowance at Rs, 7-8-0 per 
diem, vide voucher No. 10 of 
August, 1945 The reason given by 
him for not starting on the 28th 
July in the evening was that he 
failed to get railway reservation 
back to Agra on that day.

12. Payee's receipt not forth- 
coming.-— During the course of au- 
dit of payment vouchers a large 
number of payee’s acknowledg- 
ments were notlmade available for 
audit. The objection statement 
mentions such cases. All these 
acknowledgments should be sear- 
ched for and, where necessary, 
obtained from the actual payees 
and put up at the next audit. 

13. Con elusion .— Subject to 
the above the accounts were very 
efficiently maintained by the Ac- 
countant and well supervised by 
the Registrar. The objection state- 
ment contains only 8 unsettled 
items.

1 The fust meeting of the Committee, appointed by the Executive 
Council (under its Resolution No 198 o f March 9, 1946) to draft the 
constitution and the statutes and regulations, relating to the Faculty of 
Oriental Learning m the Agra University, was hcM at the Senate

6 The Committee feel that a large number of details of the 
scheme rnay have to be filled up or revised by the Faculty itself when 
it comes into existence, but an attempt should be made to complete the 
picture, even though tentatively, m all its essential respects, so that 
the scheme may be brought into operation immediately after the 
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statutes are passed by the Senate m November, 1946 and assented to by 
His Excellency the Chancellor; and the University mighty be able to 
grant affiliation to Oriental Colleges fiom July, 1917. For this purpose, 
the Committee would suggest that even the tentative cotnscs of study 
might be di awn up by the Committee now, as othenvisea whole year 
may have to be lost m getting these details fixed up by the Faculty and 
the other academic bodies, which meet only once a year in the Agra 
University. 

7. The Committee aie of opinion that for the constitution of a 
Faculty of Oriental Learning in the Agia University, no change in the 
Act would be needed and that the University has the power under 
Section 30 of the Agra Univeisity Act, 1926, to recognise a suitable 
examination as equivalent to the Inteimcdiate Examination of the 
Board of High School and Intermediate Education of the United 
Provinces, for purposes of admission to the courses of study in the 
Faculty of Oriental Learning. 

8. The Agra University has seven Faculties at present viz. the 
Faculties of Arts, Science, Law, Commerce, Agriculture, Medicine 
and Engineering and the Faculty of Oriental Learning will be the 
eighth Faculty in the University, Jherefoie the laws, relating to this 
new Faculty have to be drawn up in conformity with those i elating to 
the other Faculties of the Univeisity aud necessary amendments to the 
existing statutes and regulations have to be proposed here aud there. 
Unfortunately these broken bits would not by themselves afford an in- 
telligent reading m most places, but it will be in this form that the amend- 
ments to the laws will have to be proposed to the Executive Council 
and the senate finally to His Excellency the Chancellor and, therefore, 
m the opinion of the Committee it would be best to proceed m this 
report chapter by chapter as appearingjn the Calendar.

Explanatory Note — 

25 In U P , the best known examinations in Sanskrit are those 
of the Government Sanskrit College, Benares, which is about 130 
years old and has been 'holding these examinations for the last 60 >ears 
or so. Most of the Sanskrit institutions in Rajputana, Central India 
and Gwalior, (which also fall within the territorial Jurisdiction of the 
Agra University)-, u are at present preparing candidates for the exami- 
nations of the Government Sanskrit College, Benares Next comes 
Jaipur Sanskrit College This again is a very old institution and holds 
its own examinations, which are of an equally high standard The 
Committee are leaving out the Benares Hindu University, the examina- 
tions of which are open only to the students of that University They, 
however, generally follow the scheme of Government Sanskrit College, 
Benares, for the higher examinations (with which only we are concern- 
ed' here) and the standards of the two are almost the same. 

26. Both Government Sanskrit College and Jaipur Sanskrit 
College provide for. a ten years' course after the Pravesika or 
Frathama Examination, which corresponds to the H’gh School ex- 
amination They^ both take four years for the Madhyama or 
Upadh;yaya Examination (or Intermediate Examination) and 3 years 
each for the Shastn (corresponding to the B A ) and the Acharya 
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(corresponding to the M. A.) Examination. This is much too long 
a period and the Committee doubt very much whether JO years are 
needed for the purpose. In fact they are not, because a candidate 
would very commonly take 2 or even 3 examinations of the different 
examining bodies in India, e g, the Government Sanskrit College, the 
Jaipur Sanskrit College, the Bengal Sanskrit Association or the 
Bihar Sanskrit Association and so on, in one and the same year. They 
have no rules of registration and migration from one examining 
body to another which might require a student to remain on the rolls 
of one body o,nly at one time The other factor which helps to 
encourage this practice is that unfortunately m India, original texts, 
on the various branches of Sanskrit learning, which represented really 
first class research work of a very high order have ceased to be 
produced for very nearly 1000 years. Even commentaries on the 
old standard works have ceased to be produced for the last-three or 
four hundred years, and no new books worth the name are being 
written m the present tune barring, of course, a few very 
honourable exceptions. 

Consequently the very same standard works and commentaries are 
included in the courses of study of almost all the examining bodies; 
the student prepares them and it does not matter whether he appears 
m those very books at the examinations conducted by one, two or even 
ten bodies. In the opinion of the Committee it cannot add much to his 
knowledge of the subject, although it adds a good deal to his paper 
qualifications, which seems to be in most cases the student's ideal at 
present. The Committee, therefore, feel that a good deal of this waste 
could be avoided and it should really be the aim of the Faculty of 
Oriental Learning in the Agra University to avoid this waste and to 
try by every possible means at its disposal to foster and encourage that 
.sacred spirit of research and critical study and love of learning which 
the ancient scholars of Sanskrit possessed in so abundant a measure 
and which alone is the one thing essentially needed to advance the 
bounds of knowledge. But we cannot “ibieak away abuiptly and 
completely from the prevailing traditions and, therefore, a via media 
has to be found in order to make this scheme acceptable to those for 
whom it is intended and at the ^ame time to retain some speciality for 
the Agra University. 

27. The Agra University under the Act, cannot conduct the 
Intermediate (in this case the Madhyama) Examination and, therefore, 
we are concerned here only with the degree and the post-graduate 
^Examination, for which the Committee propose to adopt the cut rent 
-n^mes^ of Shastn and Acharya respectively. The B. A, and M. A. 
Examinations cover a period of two years each and in the opinion of 
, Committee a four years’ course after the Intermediate should be 
enough for the study of the more important standard works on a 
-subject of study in the field of Sanskrit learning and so we might 
.save two years here. The Committee do not think that thereby the 
^standard of our "examinations will in any manner be lower than the 
standard of the Shastn and Acharya Examinations of Government 
Sanskrit College, Benares. The Committee also feel that it is not 
necessary to conduct these examinations by compartment as the 
Government Sanskrit College and the Jaipur Sanskrit College are 
doing at present. Like the B. A. but unlike the M, A. the Shastn and 
-also Acharya Examination may each be held at the end of a two 
"year s course of study and there need not be a previous Examination 
for the Acharya degree at the end of a year’s course. We must, 
however, provide for an examination higher than the Acharya 
(corresponding to the Doctor’s degree) yvhich should bo a real test 
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of the knowledge of the candidate in any particular branch of 
Sanslo-it learning and which should command respect in the world of 
scholars The committee have suggested the name of Dhanvantari 
for the examination iri Ayurveda and of Vagi<=ha for the examination 
in any other branch of Sansknt learning 

28 In accordance with the views expressed in the foiegoing 
paragraphs, ^Committee recommend the following scheme for 
Sansknt —

in the subject The application along with a fee of Rs. 25 must reach 

' the University by the 2nd of January of the year, during which permis- 
sion is sought and must be accompanied by two certificates of scholars 
of repute in the same branch or allied branch of Oriental learning, 
testifying that the applicant is a fit and proper person for doing 
3 research m the subject. 

(J3) The application shall be placed before the Board of Studies 
concerned, .which shall satisfy itself that the subject offered is one 
which can profitably be pursued and that the candidate possesses the 
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requisite qualifications and equipment If the Board of Studies is 
satisfied, it shall recommend the application to the Executive Council 
for admission and, if permission is granted by the Executive Council, 
the candidate shall be allowed to proceed with the work If the 
application is rejected, the fee paid by the candidate shall be refunded 
to him after deducting Rs 5 

(14) The thesis shall comply with the following conditions 
(i) It must be written m Sanskrit 

(n) It must be a piece of original woik or lesearch work 
charactei lsed either by the discovery of facts or by a 
fresh approach towards the interpretation of facts or 
theories and should evince the candidate’s capacity for 
critical examination and sound judgment The candidate 
shall communicate how far the thesis embodies original 
work and investigations and m what respect it appears to 
him to advance the study of the subject 

(m) It must be satisfactory so far as the literary presentation is 
concerned and must be in a form suitable for publication. 

(iv) Three copies of the thesis accompanied by further fee of 
Rs 50 must be supplied to the University by the 2nd of 
January of the year during which the examination is to 
take place 

(15) The thesis shall be laid before the Board of Studies concerned 
which shall recommend a Board of three examiners for appointment 
by the Executive Council The examiners shall examine the thesis 
and if it is considered satisfactory then viva-voce and if necessary a 
practical test also shall be conducted by at least two members of the 
Board to be named by the Executive Council for the purpose. 

(1<J) If the examiners are satisfied, they shall make a report to the 
Executive Council and, if the Executive Council consider the candidate 
worthy of the degree of Vagisha or Dhanvantari, they shall conferthe 
degree on him. 

(17) If the examineis are not satisfied with the thesis, they may 
rej*ect it or make such suggestions as they deem fit for the improvement 
of the thesis and report to the Council If the candidate is permitted 
to improve his thesis, he may be asked to re-submit it not earlier than 
six months or later than 12 months from the date of such permission, 
without payment of a fresh fee The thesis m such a case shall be 
re-examined by the same set of examiners as far as possible. No 
candidate shall be allowed to present his thesis more than a second 
time or to appear at the viva-voce or the practical examination more 
than a second time 

(18) In the e^ent of divergence of opinion between the examiners 
of the thesis and the viva-voce or the practical, their reports shall be 
exchanged to bring about an agreement, if possible If even then they 
disagree, the reports shall be placed before the Executive Council for 
such action as the Council may deem fit 

B Scheme of Examinations 

Explanatory N ote — 

29 In the scheme of examinations of Government Sanskrit College, 
Betiares, three are six papers, spread over three years, (two for each 
year) for each of the two Shastn and Acharya Examinations and there is 
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no provision for Ayurveda, All the papers deal with the special subject 
of study to be offered by the candidate for the two examinations, which 
must be taken only by compartment. 

30. The Jaipur Sanskrit College on the othei hand piovides for 
eight papers (spread over three years) for the Shastu Examination, six 
of which deal with the special subject, one with Sanskrit-general and 
one with Hindi-general In Ayurveda there are two kinds of examina- 
tions, one with the piactical and the other without the practical and 
they confer two different titles on thetwo different kinds of graduates 
in Ayurveda. For Acharya Examination, they provide for seven papers 
(spread over three > ears) six of which aie on the special subject and 
one on Sanskrit-genei al In Ayurveda theic aie again two kinds of 
examinations, one with the practical and the other without it and two 
different titles are conferred on the two different Kinds of graduates 
The Shastn and the Achana Examinations can both be taken either by 
compartment or at one and the same time 

31 Both Government Sanskrit College, Benares and Jaipur 
Sanskrit College insist on the candidates securing minimum pass marks 
in each paper , not only in the Shastri and Acharya Examinations but also 
In the two lower examinations, corresponding to the Intermediate and 
the High School Examinations The minimum pass percentage is also 
much highci than what we lnve m the corresponding examination., of 
the Boards and the Uimeisities The Jaipur Sansknt College per- 
centage is higher than that of Government Sansknt College in some 
respects, while in some other respects the percentage of Government 
Sansknt College, Benares, is higher than that of Jaipui Sansknt College 
But on the whole the standards of the two appear to be same. The 
Jaipur scheme is a bit moie modernised 


32 The Committee feel that higher minima do not necessarily 
mean higher standards, nor does it seem to be necessary to subject the 
candidates to pass in every paper A good deal depend* on the standards 
and traditions established by the examiners and the authority conducting 
the examinations , and the same number of marks might indicate two 
different standaids at tw’o different places Therefoic, the Committee 
do not feel in favour of unnecessarily making these standauls appear 
stiff and in their opinion it will be wise to follow the scheme of *our 
B A and M A Examinations in this mattei The la^t woid on the 
subject must necessarily rest with the Faculty of Oriental Learning when 
it is constituted in the Agra University, but in the opinion of the 
Committee each subject for the Shastn Examination could easily he put 
under three groups, conn. rising two papers each coi responding moie or 
less to the present papers in the various subjects in Benares and Jaipur 
lid the candidates required to pass in thegioup (as they do at the 
B A Examination in Histoiy and Philosophy) and not in each paper of 
that group Again it is desirable in the opinion of the Committee to 
continue the study of Sansknt language at the Shastn stage (like 
Geneial English at the B A stage) and not to drop it, as Benares 
Sanskrit College does r \ lie Jaipur scheme seems better m this iespect 
But the Committee agree with Government Sanskrit College that there 
is no need of continuing Hindi in Shastn , the student should have learnt 
enough of it upto the Madhyama (Intermediate) stage At the 
Acharya stage also (which corresponds to M A) the subject may be 
divided in convenient gi cups, (as in Shastn) and minima fixed for each 
group, instead of each paper In the M A -we declare a pass on the 
aggregate and there are no groups , but this practice would leave open 
to candidate for the Acharya Examination, the chance of neglecting 
-one or more papers altogether, if they so choose This is exactly what 
the Pandits do not desire Therefore, at the Acharya stage too the 
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group seems to be a happy mean between the two extremes of a paper 
and the aggregate. Lastly, we have an essay paper for all the Arts 
subjects in M A and so has Jaipur Sanskrit College for the Acharya. 
The Committee wish to retain the essay in the scheme which follows — * 
Ayurveda without a practical is unthinkable and so the Committee have 
made the practical compulsory (instead of leaving it to the option of 
the candidate as they do in Jaipur) insisting at the same time on a 
separate pass percentage in it, as we have in the practical for the B.Sc. 
and M Sc Examinations The adoption of the group system at the 
Shastn Examination will automatically have the effect of allowing the 
advantage of the supplementary examination to the Shastn candidates, 
just like the candidates at the B A and B Sc. Following our practice 
at the M A and M Sc , the committee have, however, disallowed it at 
the Acharya stage 

33 With these ideas in view the Committee recommend the scheme

(16) If the examiners are not satisfied with the thesis they may 
reject it or make such suggestions as they deem fit for the improvement 
of the thesis and report to the Council. If the candidate is peimitted 
to improve his thesis he may be asked to re-submit it not earlier than 
six months or later than 12 months from the date of such permission, 
without payment of a fresh fee. The thesis in such a case shall be 
re-examined by the same set of examiners as far as possible. No 
candidate shall be allowed to present his thesis more than a second 
tithe or to appear at the viva-voce or the practical examination more 
than a second time

Vice-Chancellor: Members of the Senate, it is my 
privilege to welcome you once again to your annual 
meeting of the Senate and I do so with great pleasure. It 
is now six years since I have had the privilege of presiding 
at these annual meetings of the Senate and this occasion 
is the last time that I shall have the privilege of 
addressing you as Vice-Chancellor. I wish to say a few 
words, firstly to thank you, each one of you, for the 
kindness, the courtesy and the co-operation that invariably 
and without exception you have extended to me, both in 
the difficult work of conducting the deliberations of a 
large body like this and also in the work of the University. 
Before I take leave, I do wish to thank you most sincerely 
for this co-operation and for this kindness and courtesy 

It has been the practice during these last six years 
for me to begin the meeting of the Senate with a few 
woids reviewing the activities and the work of the 
University during the year and placing before you certain 
problems, which seemed to me to deserve the urgent and 
earnest attention of the Senate which is the largest body, 
in fact the parent body of the University. Even at the 
risk of tiring you, because I know you wish to go on with 
certain elections and other matters (things of that kind), 
I would, on this last occasion, keep up the practice and 
draw your attention to certain urgent problems not in 
any sense peculiar to this University, but important at 
the moment because this is the last time they will be re- 
ferred to so far as I am concerned They are matters 
which have been very much in my mind and to which I 
have made constant reference in all these \ears, matters 
which, I hope, will continue to engage your attention even 
more strenuously. 

A long time ago, perhaps, when I first addressed you, 

I put before you three problems, which seemed to me to 
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be the most urgent and pressing problems before a young 
university like ours. At the top of the list I put the 
urgent need for a University Library. I then said to you, 
it seemed to me that no university, leave alone an in- 
dividual, could live, without reading books; that no 
university would live without having a library worthy of 
it. I then said to you that we must endeavour to bring 
into being a University library, and lay its foundations 
by having a university building, stocked properly with 
books for research in all subjects which individual colleges 
with their limited resources could ill afford to purchase. 
A university can both be built up in five or six years in 
times like these and start the work of building a library. 

As the second and equally urgent problem I referred 
to you the question of the salaries and status of University 
teachers. I pointed out to you how unhappy I myself, 
as one who has been a teacher all his life, felt at the 
status of our University teachers, their emoluments, their 
position in society and the handicaps to which they were 
subjected. 

Thirdly, I also referred to you the great need of 
making our military training or what we call the U.O.T.C. 
into a reality; that the training which these boys receive 
might be a real force in maintaining discipline in our uni- 
versities, and for fitting our young men to the most im- 
portant task of maintaining the freedom of their country. 

Gentlemen, if I refer to these matters once again it 
is not in any sense with a desire to put myself on the 
back or to claim any credit for what might have been 
achieved in these three directions, I mention them because 
I, more than any one of you, realise the insignificant part 
I have played m what we have been able to achieve during 
these six years in these important matters. The question 
of credit does not arise. It has come to very few men to 
see within their term of office or within their life, the ful- 
filment or accomplishment of plans to which they have set 
their heart. I realize, with very great, regret that what- 
ever the cause might have been, it might have been my 
inefficiency or preoccupation, very little has been done in 
these directions during these past six years. I certainly 
cannot claim any kind of credit for any great achievement, 
or tell you that I can be proud of what has been done in 
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these matters. Therefore, it is all the more necessary 
that before I bid farewell to you I might once again draw 
your attention to these most urgent and pressing problems, 
so that the work may be carried on, as I trust and hope it 
will be carried on, by my successors. Of course, it is not 
the Vice-Chancellor or even the Executive Council nor even 
the Senate alone that can accomplish these tasks. These are 
tasks for the wider public, those who are educated them- 
selves and those who seek after knowledge When I 
draw your attention it is with the intention and desire 
that these matters may not be forgotten or relegated to 
the background ; because there are very many national 
problems more urgent and difficult to accomplish. 

The first point that I ask you to consider is the 
question of the library. I do not believe that anyone of you 
will deny the dire necessity of a library worth the name. 
This University does not possess a library and in so 
far as there are books they are hardly worthy of being 
called a library. We have given thought and attention 
to this matter and I can say, at least, that we have been 
able to secure a plot of land next to our Senate House, 
which is a most suitable place for the building of a Uni- 
versity Library. We have advanced further than that and 
have even got plans ready now. We have also to be thank- 
ful that during the last six years we have been able inspite 
of our very limited resources to put by Rs. 75,000 for the 
purchase of books, I hope that money will never be used 
for the building. Yet the fact still remains, that inspiteof 
our efforts and all that we have done not one single penny 
has been received from the Government towards the build- 
ing fund of the University upto now. That is a matter 
which needs your consideration. This University needs 
a library building worthy of the purpose for which it is to 
be built and I hope that some time or other the Govern- 
ment of these provinces will be persuaded to assist us. But 
as Government have pointed out to us again and again 
this is also the duty of those who belong to this Univer- 
sity, those whose sons and daughters have passed out of 
this University, those who are its old students, particularly, 
those who are wealthy citizens living all over the U. P., 
Rajputana, Central India and Gwalior Both rich men 
with large fortunes and poor men with their mites should 
help us to build this library. We know very well how 
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the great libraries of the west and especially in America 
owe their foundation and their value not to the generosity 
and assistance of Government but to the generosity of 
private individuals. I need not name the donors. They are 
too well-knovf n. 

\ 

Secondly, gentlemen, there is this question of the 
position of teachers, their emoluments and their social 
status. Here again I speak with a good deal of personal 
feeling, because I have been throughout my life a tea- 
cher and I am proud of the fact that I have been a 
teacher. I would like to repeat that I am proud to be 
a teacher. All over the country from those people who 
write to the press and even from very many of you, 
gentlemen, there is so much criticism of the university 
and the school teachers in India. Everybody is willing 
to pour contempt on them and say how unworthy they 
are how greedy, how inefficient and unable to teach the 
youth of the country. Now, gentlemen, when we make 
these criticisms they are scarcely well deserved. I do 
realize that there are these shortcomings in many cases, 
I ask you, gentlemen, especially those who are public men 
and who are not actually teachers themselves, is this 
criticism altogether fair ? Has the teacher in this country 
been treated fairly ? I ask you, gentlemen, whether a tea- 
cher in this University is treated with the consideration 
that belongs to him and to his office. ? How many educated 
parents are there in this country who would ever advise 
their sons and daughters to take up the teaching profes- 
sion? Unfortunately, you are very well aware that you 
and I, when we advise our sons as to what profession 
they should choose, put teaching at the bottom of the list. 
We say first try the civil service, then the police, then 
provincial civil service and if-you even then fail, enter 
a business firm and we add if you cannot get in any- 
where, then take up teaching as a last resort but if you 
must be a teacher be an assistant lecturer. That is the 
mentality which is responsible for the present position 
•of teacher's in this country. Have we given the teacher 
any adequate means of livelihood? Does he earn 
enough so that he can have decent clothing, so that he 
can educate his children, so that he can be free from 
the daily anxiety of making both ends meet and keep his 
body and soul together ? I want to ^sk — have we treated^ 
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or are we treating our teachers in the University fairly 5 
That is the first problem which I submitted to you when 
I became Vice-Chancellor. All along I held that our 
first duty in this country is to give to the teacher a mini- 
mum living wage A statute had been passed that no 
teacher in this University should get less than Rs 100 
Now I ask you, is that a reasonable wage? Nowadays 
everywhere the most unskilled labourer demands, at any 
rate in Delhi Rs 2-8-0 a day I do not want to belittle 
manual work but the fact remains that the most unedu- 
cated, the most illiterate person is able to claim a wage of 
Rs. 2-8-0 a day then is it fair that a teacher in a degree 
college should be paid only a hundred rupees^ We are 
now tiding our best that the lowest salary paid to Univer- 
sity teachers should be Rs. 150 And yet till last year we 
knew that in tins University alone there were as many as 
160 teachers m receipt of salaries below Rs 1 50 a month 
Is that not the first and foremost problem before you that 
you should see that the University teachers here are ade- 
quately paid D There is so much criticism that the teachers 
spend much more time in University politics, or in angling 
for exanunerships or in getting a few rupees out of T. A. 
than m learning and impaiting knowledge. And people 
who make these allegations think that they arc saying 
something wonderful Isn’t it self-righteousness to con- 
demn a teacher, because he does these things 0 Aie you 
giving the teacher educate means so that he should be 
independent of these desires ? Gentlemen, I say with all 
the earnestness that I can command, that first you should 
give the teachers a living w T age so that they may be above 
need and then be as severe a* you please Having given 
him a living wage you can then restrain him fiom trying 
to earn a few rupees from elsewhere. Demand from 
him high standards Demand from him leadership which 
he at piesent does not display, because he is harassed by 
financial and other difficulties. Demand from 3nm all 
these things later. But fiist do him justice. That is a point 
which }ou as a University ought to do I have done my 
little best m trying to impress this on Government, the 
managements of colleges and on all concerned. The first 
and foremost duty here is to make our University teacher 
worthy of his calling and this can only be if we give him 
a fair chance. 
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Finally, gentlemen, I would like to speak to you 
again on this question of the training of our youth in the 
defence of their country, not for aggressive warfare; for 
India, I hope, will never belittle itself or disgrace herself 
by undertaking aggressive warfare but defence, for the 
defence of the motherland is everyone’s duty. Ladies and 
gentlemen, we stand on the threshold of a new era. I want 
to say to those who believe that freedom in substance has 
been attained, that we have attained self-government. 
The form, the outward form, may have still not come, but 
independence, in fact is here as you can see by the 
mere fact that at the centre and in all the provinces there 
are our own men in charge of governments. I put this 
problem before you. It may have been a long and diffi- 
cult task to win the freedom of our country, but it will be 
much more difficult to retain and maintain the freedom 
which we have won, or which we are about to enter fully. 
No country’s freedom is worth 24 houis’ purchase if the 
men of that country are not able to defend that freedom 
and the first training in this art is at school and univer- 
sity, where every young man ought to be able-bodied and 
be trained to defend his country, his hearth and his home. 
I am not preaching to you any kind of militarism or any 
kind of aggressiveness I detest that from the bottom 
of my heart. I am and have always been a man of peace. 
But I do realize that the best way of preserving peace — 
particularly in the state of the world today — is for each 
country to be able to defend itself against outside and 
unjustifiable aggression and that is where we ought to 
benefit from the U. O. T. C. As I have said I tried to 
press this matter on Government and on the military 
authorities with the very little success, though we have 
been able to get a small increase in the strength of our 
U. O. T. C. We have been aide to get one company at 
Cawnpore and another at Bareilly which did not exist 
before. But I still submit that so far as military training 
in the University is concerned it still continues to be 
nominal. Some people say it almost amounts to a farce. 
This is not the time to go into the reasons why this is so. 
The fact is that it is so and it has been so. Now has 
come a time when the old prejudices against sfudents being 
armed, or the students being able to defend themselves 
have gone by the board. We have got a national govern- 
ment which fully recognises the need for such training 
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and the United Provinces Government has declared that 
it would make military training compulsory. That is a 
question which I want to bring to you for your earnest con- 
sideration whether you, as Principals of colleges and as tea- 
chers in charge, will also give more attention to this matter. 
Again and again I have had complaints from our U.O.T.C. 
officers that neither the principals of colleges nor teachers — 
except those who actually accept commissions — have any 
interest m the U. O. T. C. m their colleges, and that it is 
not treated with any kind of seriousness by other colleges. 
I do not know how far this is true, but I think a new 
mentality is necessary. In passing I say this to you that 
the U. O. T. C. is not only a body to train our men in 
self-defence, but it is also a most potent force for the 
training of a disciplined mind in youths. Who knows 
better than you how much lack of discipline, for reasons 
which we need now explore, exists amongst our students. 
The whole sense of discipline has been undermind in 
practically every university I still believe that it is a 
passing phase and that it will pass away Yet if it is 
to pass away and if the enthusiasm of youth and their 
high spirits are to be utilised for the good of the country 
and for the building up of character it is high tune that 
the Principals and teachers recognise the fact and realise 
the real situation, that the time has come when either we 
should close down, or that we should have discipline in 
our colleges and in our universities It is no use trying 
to impart knowledge or education to minds that are not 
disciplined. No education is worth while without discip- 
line and a man does not become educated until he has 
learnt self-discipline and I commend to you the foim of 
training now known as U. O. T. C as a mosi valuable and 
powerful agency 'for disciplining the minds of students. 

Finally, ladies and gentlemen, I would say this that 
after having mentioned these three problems which to my 
mind are most important, there is the need of ail entirely 
new outlook in the whole field of university education 
in our country. There are certain most important 
problems where leiteration is necessary and beneficial. 
The great need of the moment is the changing of the 
whole purpose of university education in this country. 
University education in this country has been rnaiked by 
what is called material interest. The universities in 
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this country were founded, not really fo'r the purpose of 
seeking after knowledge or carrying on research, but to 
prepare men who would be able to run the machinery of 
Government, a government, which at that time, was not 
of the people, and that has resulted in the mentality that 
every young man’and woman who goes to a university 
goes there not to gather or to obtain knowledge but to 
get a degree. I put this to you, is there a student in a 
university who would be willing to study three years if 
he can get a degree in two years or even a year and half? 
Is there a student in our University who goes there or 
would go there, if he knew that he may not get a diploma 
at the end of a four years’ or six years’ course? Or if he 
would only be known as a man who sought after know- 
ledge and not as a graduate, or master or a doctor ? You 
cannot blame them for that is why they were sent to the 
university. But a new outlook is needed that universities 
may cease to be, what they have been righty desci ibed, 
as factories for manufacturing graduates. Now, they 
should become the seats and homes of learning and places 
where men of all castes, creeds and communities who 
seek after knowledge associate. All students should join 
in that brotherhood for this search after knowledge, that 
knowledge may to some extent become an end in itself. 
If thafts to be done, gentlemen, the first thing that is 
needed is that universities may come to be looked upon 
as national possessions, as something of a heritage which 
a nation is proud of. Think of the pride that nations 
take in old universities like those of Oxford or Camb- 
ridge or Paris and other places, where these universities 
are looked upon as national heritages. But that is not 
so here. Here people consider them as a department of 
Government. It is unfortunate that this is so. This is 
a passing phase The time has come when each one of 
us should be able to look upon the university as some- 
thing belonging to himself and, therefore, he should stand 
behind it and support it. Therefore, I have to point 
out to you the failure of a university like that of Agra. 

It is a university of the United Provinces and of the 
Indian states with a vast territory. I realize how many 
handicaps an affiliating university has. It does not get 
into touch with students. It does not command the ear- 
nest enthusiasm of the people. Yet in a vast country like 
India an affiliating university is a necessity. You cannot 
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have a university in every town of the U. P., nor can every 
Indian state have one. Therefore, an affiliating university 
has a purpose to serve. But the time has come when we 
should begin to consider this as our own university. 
Gentlemen, I cannot hide from myself the fact that in this 
University, started about 20 years ago the only benefac- 
tions that have come to us are a large benefaction from 
its first Vice-Chancellor, who, though he loved this Uni- 
versity, did not belong to this country, another from 
the special officer who held charge of this University for 
a while, I refer to the late Mr. Kichlu, and the last but by 
no means the least, for I consider it to be rich in its glorv 
came from a minor unknown clerk in Ajmer who gave 
the whole of his provident fund without any condition 
whatsoever to this University and said, it was to be used 
as we liked That is the kind of man whom we now need 
even more than the rich and the wealthy. The fact still 
remains that not one who went out from this University 
as a teacher or student has given anything in return to the 
University out of his personal earnings or his personal 
possessions except, of course, a few medals which have been 
founded in the memory of some people, sometimes four 
or five names strung together on one medal, with an 
endowment of Rs. 300 for all time. I do not consider 
them as a benefaction. They may be good in their own 
way, but they are not all benefactions. I, therefore, ask 
you, gentlemen, to remind yourselves that you have got to 
serve and support this University. It is no use all the 
time thinking that the Government must do this and that 
The Government and the people of this country are now 
one and, therefore, the people must do their 'share If 
the people do their share, then the Government ‘ will 
follow suit. 

Gentlemen, I have taken a good deal of your time. I 
leave this University my good wishes and I shall 
always be interested in its welfare. I have the fullest 
confidence that those who succeed me will carry on the 
w< ?jk which has been done by my predecessors and by mv- 
self. I wish you all godspeed and I wish the University 
godspeed and I hope that it will flourish and that it will 
become, what l am afraid it is not at present, a real uni- 
versity. (Applause.) '

Before I come to the actual business of the day, 
ladies and gentlemen, I desire to refer to the passing 
away of a great son of the United Provinces, not 
only of U. P. but one of the greatest sons of India, 
a figure respected not only in our country but 
known and respected far beyond its limits. Ladies and 
gentlemen, I refer to the late Pandit Madan Mohan 
Malaviya. In him the country has lost one of its elder and 
most respected statesmen and educationists, a social refor- 
mer, a man of learning and of piety. I am sure that you 
agree with me that we ought to pay our tribute to a man 
who was beloved by millions of his countrymen, a man 
who devoted the whole of his life to the service and to 
the cause of education in particular. The Benares Hindu 
University was his greatest achievement. He was in 
every sense its real founder. It will be the greatest 
monument of his life-work and of his personality and 
it will throughout ages remain a permanent living monu- 
ment of its great founder. 

At the same time the life of Pandit Malaviya has been 
to each one of us a very great lesson, a lesson which we 
need to learn. Firstly, here was a man learned in all the 
western arts and sciences and yet one who valued the 
ancient heritage of his land and kept it enshrined within 
his heart, a man whose learning was combined with great 
piety All the time he asked us not to think of the 
mundane things of the world but of eternal truths and 
the higher values of life which in this material world are 
so liable to be forgotten. Finally, he was a man who 
held earnest and sincere political views and convictions 
and throughout all the vicissitudes and changes of life, 
where we have heard men again and again change their 
political opinions, be it said to the credit of the late 
Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya, that he stuck at all costs 
to his political views and convictions and suffered for 
them. I would, therefore, now ask you to rise and pay 
our tribute to him. 

All the members of the Senate then stood in their 
seats for a couple of minutes. 
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I think that the Senate authorises me to convey 
to the sons of the late Pandit Malaviya and his family 
our sorrow at the passing away of our illustrious country- 
man and our great admiration and thankfulness for the 
work which he has done in his life 

The Senate agreed to the proposal. 

1. The minutes of the meeting of the Senate held 
on April 23, 1946, were confirmed. 

2. With reference to Section 9 (1) of the Act, the 
Senate proceeded to elect a Vice-Chancellor from among 
the three persons recommended by the Executive Council, 
viz. 


(1) Dr. Narayan Prasad Asthana. 

(2) Mr. C. Mahajan. 

(3) Mr. P. P. Shahani. 

( Vide Executive Council Resolution No. 67 of 
October 23, 1946). 

Vice-Chancellor: You have to vote only for one 
name and any paper with more than one name will be 
invalid. I will ask Mr. Richardson and Rai Bahadur 
Dr. K. C. Mehta to act as tellers. 

Voting then took placer 

(As a result of counting of votes. Dr. Narayan Prasad 
Asthana was declared elected). 

3. Under First Statute 9(1), the Senate Considered 
Executive Council Resolution No. 91 of October 23, 
1946, recommending that the degree of Doctor of Letters

1945-46, prepared under the direction of the Executive 
Council. 

Dr R K. Singh : Sir, the many-sided progress as indi- 
cated m the report must be a matter of satisfaction to 
the members of the Senate and to all lovers of education 
and I particularly congratulate >ou for the very liberal 
policy you have followed during the course of these six 
years. I congratulate you specially for the affiliation of 
new colleges and for addition of new subjects in older 
colleges. Rajputana and Central India colleges are parti- 
cularly grateful to you for extending some representation 
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due to them in the Executive Council. That may be a very 
, welcome move. I must at the same time draw attention to 
the feeling of some people in this part of the country 
that Rajputana and Central India colleges have rather 
behaved sheepishly in giving their support to a group of 
people who have manipulated and managed affairs of the 
University to their own advantage. If they can in future 
behave better the University of Agra will be a better 
place. Then, sir, the registered graduates too should be 
grateful to you for extending their representation from 
15 to 30. 

Here, too, I am sorry to remark that the Registered 
Graduates’ Constituency is one of the most corrupt 
constituencies in the country. (Cries of ‘Question’). 
It is not a matter of question, it is -a matter of shame to 
the graduates of the Agra University who are willing to 
be subsidised by a few rupees by the party in power and 
cast their votes according to the dictates of the party. It 
is not a matter of question, it is a matter of shame, please 
make note of that. 


Apart from that a particular objection to which I 
have to call attention is the report of the Dean of 
Agriculture. If you go over the report of the Faculty 
of Agriculture you will find that it has been reported to 
you that all the elections in the Faculty of Agriculture 
have been unanimous. I should like to tell you and to 
tell this House the kind of unanimity that prevails and 
has prevailed in the Faculty of Agriculture for the last 
six years or more All the elections have been unani- 
mous. But you will like to know the brand of unanimity 
that prevails there. It is of the same variety that you 
find in this house where the elections during these few 
years have been unanimous, pot that there has not been 
a different point of view but that we have been so cowed 
down that we have learnt that it does not pay to oppose 
the party in power. That unanimity has been earned in 
a very bad way. In the Faculty of Agriculture, as you 
know, the Faculty elects 1 1 members to the Board of 
Studies. There are three colleges in the province affiliat- 
ed to the Agra University — the colleges at Cawnpore, 
Lakhaoti and Agra. Out of II members who have been 
elected from the Faculty' of Agriculture to the Board of 
Studies, seven come from Cawnpore, three from Lakhaoti 
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and one from Allahabad and there is not one representa- 
tive of Balwant Rajput College, Agra. That is the kind 
of unanimity that prevails in our Faculty of Agriculture 
and I may tell you for your information that one college 
has protested and walked out of the meeting; because it 
was not dealt with fairly. 1 think the Dean-I do not mean 
the present Dean for whom I have got respect but the 
outgoing Dean — He would have done well, if he had re- 
ported, not that there was unanimity but that the enemy 
was completely annihilated and that all was quiet on thp 
western front and that fullest prosperity was assured to 
the party steeped in corruption and questionable practice?. 
But. we have no grievance against the Faculty of 
Agriculture for we know full well that it is acting undqr 
a mandate from higher quarters. Its leaders are out 
for . money ..through they have been overdoing the. job. 
In. my opinion the time has come when your successor 
might send another mandate, or the executive might do so. 
That the Balwant Rajput College deserves a fairer 
treatment not for its own sake but for the sake of this 
University, for the sake of this Senate, for the sake of 
respectable people whose good name has been abused by 
the action of the Faculty of Agriculture. 

I am personally very grateful to you, sir When I 
gave vent to these feelings I knew that the Vice-Chancellor 
has tried, to be fair to ail. But I know many times you 
have failed and it was no fault of yours It was the 
difficult circumstances in which you were placed. I hope 
your successor will find it easier to do the right thine- 
in this direction. S S 

Mr. Krishna Rao: In the reports submitted by 
various colleges the results seem to have taken the 
first importance. Every college seems to take pride in 
the fact that it has produced 70, 80 or 90 per cent, passes 
as probably a commercial company will tak e pride in 
saying that it has declared 80 or 90 per cent, dividends. 
You. just now said, sir, that the main purpose of a uni- 
versity is not to mint graduates as in a factory. I would, 
therefore, like to see in the next year’s report the contri- 
bution that these colleges have made to the social life ' of 
the people, of the particular place or of the province. 
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There seems to be no mention also of extra-curricular 
activities In some colleges I know that there are suffi- 
cient extra-curricular activities provided. I feel that 

“ r r lar - activities are of as great importance as 
studies. You just now remarked, sir, that there is a 
great lack of discipline in colleges. That is because 
theie is great surplus energy in the youth of the country 
ana tney do not know how to give vent to it That is 
why it gets into dangerous channels If we give them 
some kind of extra-curricular activities, and also teach 
them how to do things and not merely how to learn 
and give up this kind of pipe-line education where stu- 
dent's minds are regarded as empty vessels into which a 
teacher could pump as much as he likes, I am sure you 
will not only have better results but we would improve 
the sense of social service of the students of a college. 

It was then moved that the report be adopted. 

The motion was duly seconded and the report was 
adopted. 


15. Under Section 33 (1) of the Act, the Budget 
Estimates of the University for the year 1947-48, framed 
by the Executive Council were submitted to the Senate. 

Dr Ishwari Prasad: Mr. Vice-Chancellor, I would 
like to make a few observations on the budget which has 
been presented by the Executive Council and which is 
published in the minutes dated August 24, 1946. It has 
been a very great pleasure to me and I am sure it has 
been the same to the members of the Senate that you have 
spoken of the ideals of a great university. You conclud- 
ed your eloquent speech by saying that this University 
.was notin the true sense of the, term a university and a 
good deal had to be done in order to make it a real uni- 
versity like the universities of the west You have also 
spoken with great emphasis of the need of intellectual 
culture and the promotion of research in the University 
All this is very fine indeed. 


I am not going to indulge in platitudes. I am sure 
members of the Senate will be businesslike in order to 
record a resolution today that what is needed is more and 
more liberal financial assistance from the Government 
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You, sir, have very well said that the University needs 
money. You asked His Excellency the Governor to lay 
the foundation-stone of the library building The Govern- 
ment w as niggardly in giving money. The library build- 
ing has not yet come into being. You have said that you 
have transferred a particular fund of Rs. 75,030 to the 
library fund. It is very kind of you to have done so. But 
I feel that Government ought have contributed more funds 
to this University. I remember many years ago when we 
invited— that was, I think, about the year 1928,— Sir C. V. 
Raman to deliver the Convocation Address. He described 
ironically the grant that Government give us as a “magni- 
ficent grant of Rs. 40,000.” With a small annual grant 
of Rs. 40,000 you cannot expect a seat of learning to dp 
research work and to promote and fulfil ideals which you 
have so eloquently described before us this morning. A 
university needs money for many things. What is a 
university without a library? We want books of refe- 
rence, learned journals which are constantly required by 
research students. The numerous teachers in the affiliat- 
ed colleges feel greatly handicapped for want of books. 
Therefore, it is very necessary for the Senate to empha- 
size to Government that what is needed is liberal assis- 
tance to carry on our work. 

There was in this University in the time of Dr. Basu, 
who is happily present here this morning, the prac- 
tice of delivering extension lectures throughout the 'Juris- 
diction of the University. Eminent scholars were invited 
to deliver these lectures. For want of funds they were 
abandoned. It is a great pity. Several times I stressed 
before the Executive Council the need for them but no 
money could be found for the purpose. 

• 

Salaries of the staff must be raised in the University. 
You have spoken about the position of the teacher and his 
status. Ever) body feels it. But more active steps ought 
to be taken by the Government in order to improve the 
status and position of the teacher. As a member of the 
governing council of the Agra College, I know we have 
always experienced this difficulty. We make proposals 
that the status of the teachers should be raised. The Agra 
College lecturer ends at Rs. 250, he has to work all his 
life on this small salary. We pass resolutions again 
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and again that the salary of low paid teachers should be 
raised. Proposals are sent up to Government and they are 
thrown into the waste paper basket That is the state of 
affairs Post-graduate teaching in the University has to 
be improved. If that is to be done, we certainly require 
more money. More money is needed also for the purpose 
of pushing forward scientific research. 1 

Then there is the demand of physical education which 
has been suffering a good deal in this country. The 
U.T.C. is doing a good deal, but the U T.C. does not 
benefit every student who receives education within the 
portals of the colleges. We have to do something more. 
I had the honour yesterday of moving a resolution in the 
Executive Council about physical education, that the 
University should take more active steps to improve the 
health of students receiving education in our colleges. 
You were good enough to suggest and the Council agreed 
that a committee should be appointed for this purpose. 

We should press upon Government the desirability of 
giving us more money The original grant was Rs. 40,000 
and the figure remains the same even today after 19 
years. It it a matter of deep regret The bureaucratic 
Government is no longer in office. We have a national 
Government installed in power There are in this house 
members of the party of the Government present, influen- 
tial, powerful and public-spirited gentlemen. I am sure 
they will help us and will back the demand of the Univer- 
sity for more money and the Government will be persuaded 
to increase the grant, so that the ideals which you have 
placed before us may be fulfilled in future. 

The Budget estimates were then accepted.

The Mysore University has Sociology 
as a subject for the M A. It seems to me, therefore, 
natural that the choice of these three univeisities does 
not disentitle other universities. 


Dr. P Basu : Not at all. I am sure that when this 
question is brought up before the Executive Council, they 
will include Mysore University. 

Mr Upadhyaya: I propose that M.A. in Economics 
of Mysore University should also be included. 

Dr. P. Basu - If this is done now it will delay matters 
by one year. 

Item 11 was accepted as it stood. 

Dr. P Basu- The reason is that the'e universities 
only have that subject But it is due to the ignorance of 
the committee about Mysore University. 

Mr Upadhyaya: The syllabus that you have adopted is 
practically on the lines of the Mysore University.

The repoits of the progress of research work shall be submitted 
by the Professor m-charge through the Principal of his 
college to the University Office twice, once before Christ- 
inas and again before the end of April, 
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Dr. Ishwari Prasad: I was not present at this meet- 
ing of the Executive Council Will you kindly look up 
page 169 of the Calendar? Research scholarships of the 
value of Rs. 75 per mensem, etc. Why is the word ‘Ten’ 
omitted? Is it an omission by mistake? 


Vice-Chancellor: The words here are Research 
Scholarships. It leaves the discretion in the hands of 
the Executive Council as to the number. Our idea is to 
increase the value of these scholarships. 


Dr. Ishwari Prasad : In the old statute the word

be a teacher in a recognised school 

( b ) Add anew para at the end of Statute 1 as 

follows: — 

A candidate who has passed in practice but has failed in theorv 
at the B T Examination may be allowed by the Executive 
Council to appear, without attending any further course 
of study, in an> subsequent examination in theory held 
within a period of three >ears from the date of his first 
appearance at the examination 

Dr. R. Iv. Singh . The words are “may be allowed’’. 
It is discretionaiy with.the Executive Council whether to 
allow or not to allow a candidate. If so, what are the 
matters which will be taken into consideration? 

Dr P C Lai I think the word ‘may’ may be 
allowed to stand; because in case we receive a student 
who is utterly useless it nia; be that we cannot recom- 
mend him to appear at a subsequent examination. I 
think this word ‘may’ will help us to meet such a case.* 

V ice- Chancellor But who is the authority to decide ? 
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Dr. P. Basu : Except in the case of a regular student 
in the case of all others who are admitted to any other 
degree the word ‘may’ is used. The Principal of a college 
is responsible for discipline and character and if he cer- 
tifies it is all right. I think the proper word ought to be 
‘may 5 so that the University in the case of outsiders, if 
it gets a report about any student, may without assigning 
any reason refuse to admit any such student. In all 
cases wherever they are not regular students this word 
‘may’ appears always. 

Mr. R. R Gupta: It should be 'provided he conti- 
nues to be a teacher in a recognised school or college’. 
We might have people teaching in an Intermediate 
college. 

Mrs. Vergese: It is necessary for a student to 
teach in a school ; because he is appearing for the B.T. 
Examination. Therefoie, it should be ‘school’. 


Mr. R. R. Gupta . He may be a teacher in an Inter- 
mediate college. 

Vice-Chancellor: By a little change you will be 
delaying the whole thing for one year. 

Mr. Mukerji- This does not apply to a student who 
has already received permission It only applies to a can- 
didate who has failed. We should consider whether the 
word ‘may’ gives the power to the Executive Council, to 
refuse him. ‘May’ maybe taken to apply to a teacher 
who teaches in the Intermediate colleges also. 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad : The statute cannot be amend- 
ed here. It will have to go to the Executive Council. 

Vice-Chancellor: I have 'already pointed out that. 
I said, if you make any changes here now you will have 
to send it back to the Executive Council. 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad : That would mean a great 
hardship to the teachers. 

Vice-Chancellor: The best course is to adojpt it 
as it stands. 

The amendment was then adopted as it stood. 
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IX. Chapter XX1X-F. — Examination Centres. 

(Pages 220—21 of the Calendar for 1945-46). 
(Ref. Executive Council Res. No 18 of Aug. 24, 1946)

Prof. N. K Sidhanta. (Inaudible). 

Dr. P Basu: The reason why the University feels 
compelled to open new centres is that in three or four 
University centres the number is so large that the candi- 
dates cannot be accommodated in the colleges themselves 
Meerut, Agra and Cawnpore, I suppose, have got the 
largest numbers and the Principals there say that it is 
impossible for them to accommodate all the candidates who 
are appearing from these centres as regular candidates 
and private candidates. Then the question is, what is 
the University going to do? The University has no 
option but to open new centres. No new centres under 
the existing statute can be opened, unless in that particular 
college there is a certain number appearing So in order 
to continue to hold our examinations and to accommodate 
these students it is essential that the University should 
open fresh centres. They cannot be opened under our 
present statute. A provision has got to be made for 
opening fresh centres even when it has not been a centre 
for five years with a certain minimum number of candi- 
dates. It is necessary that we should adopt this statute 
in order to enable the University to conduct these exami- 
nations in at least three centres where the number is so 
large that it is physically impossible to accommodate all 
the candidates in these existing centres. 

Dr. R. K. Singh . I have exactly the same thing in 
mind as pointed out by Prof. Sidhanta. Your amendment 
of the statute completely nullifies your previous statute. 
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While it may be permitted to go through I strongly feel 
mat the whole statute needs revision and the Executive 
Council may be recommended to do that. 

Vice-Chancellor: Is it your proposal that it should 
be sent back to the Executive Council ? 

Dr R. K. Singh : No, sir, I accept that. 

Mr. P. D Gupta: We may accept the statute, other- 
wise it will be held up for one year. 

Dr P. Basu . Will it be in order if I suggest that 
this statute be passed and simultaneously the Senate also 
passes a resolution that the whole statute in connection 
with examinations be reconsidered by the Executive 
Council and if an amendment is necessary it may be 
brought up next year 5 

Vice-Chancellor That is entirely in order. 

The proposed amendments were then adopted.

Vice-Chancellor : No, it has not been referred to the 
Academic Board. ' 

Dr. R. K. Singh : In order to be technically correct 
and also on account of certain defects I propose that the 
matter be sent back to the Executive Council.

Dr R K Singh* Look at page 44— Section 19 (2) 
and (3; Ph D. is an examination and it has also some 
refeience to the standaid of reseat ch and under this section 
all changes in the examination and procedure should be 
referred to the Academic Board before they come to the 
Senate. 

Dr. P Basu: Look at page 112 — (5) (a) Powers of 
Academic Board The first function is so broad and 
wide — to advise the Executive Council on all matters — 
that I am afraid the motion is quite the proper thing. 
May I enquire whether the holding up of this statute 
would mean that nobody can get the Ph D. degree ? 

Mr. P D. Gupta* If the Academic Board does not 
come in where the passing of a statute is concerned, then 
the legal procedure is perfectly right. Of course, the 
practical question as to whether on an academic matter 
like this we should have the opinion of the Academic 
Board is a different matter But 1 submit there is no- 
thing unconstitutional or illegal; because the Academic 
Board does not come in where the passing of statutes is 
concerned The way in which statutes are passed is 
cleaily laid down in the Act and it is according to those 
clauses of the Act that the passing of a statute is to be 
governed. 

Dr P Basu. Refer to University Act Section 27 (3). 
The powers and duties of the Academic Board are being 
affected by this statute and it is provided that m such a 
case its opinion shall be taken into consideration by the 
Senate. 
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Dr. Ishwari Prasad : Dr. Basu relies upon clause (a) 
of Statute 5. 

Vice-Chancellor : I am asked to give a ruling, whether 
this can come up without the opinion of the Academic 
Board. I was going to quote to yon what Dr. Basu has 
read. Under that I am afraid, however much I desire 
that this maj go through quickly, I must say that the 
opinion of the Academic Board must be obtained first. 

Dr. R. K Singh . I may assure jou that it is not out 
of obstinacy that I have raised this matter; because I am 
convinced that the statute as it has been framed does not 
serve our purpose That is the reason why I raised this 
technical objection.

I do not in the first place agree with this view If the 

Senate were to express an opinion on a vital matter like 

tins that opinion will receive due consideration from 
Government. Even, however, supposing Government 
ignores our opinion we should still do our duty If 1 
feel that certain changes are being made which vitally 
affect us, and winch may later adversely affect the Uni 
versity on its constituents colleges, we should insist upon 
our being consulted before these changes are introduced. 
We should tell the Government they should not ignore 
the University in a matter like this. 6 

We should, therefore, bring it to the notice of 
Government that these changes vitally concern our 
University and, therefore, Government, before it gives 
legislative form to its proposals, should give this Univer- 
sity an opportunity to consider them and formulate its 
opinion thereon. ls 

. ^ r * Sy ec * • Government will say that we have 

given you sufficient time. This question was brought up 
in the April meeting. Government will say, how it is that 
you have not considered this in April and November 
Whose fault is it is it the fault of the Government, or of 
the members of the Senate? If you have been in earnest 
you would have gathered together and submitted your 
pioposals to us. Since the meeting of the committee has 
not been held, there are only two alternatives. One, let us 
discuss it on the floor of the Senate, here and now, or 
you may forward your proposals without further discus- 
sions to the Government. But to blame the Govern- 
ment not that I am a Government man— is not right it 
is not the fault of the Government. Government liaf given 
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you enough time. If you have not framed your resolu- 
tion it is not the fault of the Government. 

Dr L. P. Mathur: Is it a fact that the University 
received definite proposals, or any indication about the 
introduction of the three years' course or the nature of the 
new changes? 

Registrar : Nothing so far. 

Dr. L. P. Mathur: Then my friend’s objection falls 
to the ground. 

Prof. N. K. Sidhanta : The proposal for the three 
years’ degree course was brought up on the report of the 
Narendra Deo Committee and that report was sent to the 
University. The University did express some opinion 
about it. So I do not see how we are justified in telling 
Government now that we never had an opportunity of 
considering this; because any proposals that are likely to 
be initiated now will be on the basis of the so-called 
Narendra Deo Report. I do not think it has got any 
particular name assigned to it in Government files. But 
that report was sent to the University and the University 
had a chance of expressing its opinion upon it. If the 
Government takes action on it, they can always say we 
have got the opinion of the University on this matter. 

A member: I rise to a point of order. Was it 
discussed here? 

Vice-Chancellor: We had a special meeting in April. 
We had information that the Narendra Deo Report was 
ready, a copy of it was sent to the University for its 
opinion at the time. I was not then the Vice-Chancellor. 
I was a member of the committee appointed by this Uni- 
versity to record our opinion on that report. Dr. Basu 
was the Vice-Chancellor and a reply was sent. I cannot 
now recollect as to what reply we gave on the three years’ 
course. But as there were so many other more urgent 
issues that I do not think that we gave any particular 
attention to the three years’ degree course. Then later 
on Government appointed certain committees to con- 
sider those recommendations Those committees met in 
Allahabad. I was asked to be a member. Those reports 
were submitted to the Government. Then it became a 
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live issue; because the reports had been sent and the 
question was discussed at a special meeting held in April 
for other purposes as well. One of the main purposes 
was to discuss this question of the three years’ degree 
course. When this matter was raised in the meeting of 
April, 1 think a good many general speeches were made. 
The Senate then wanted that a special committee be 
appointed and a special committee was appointed. It was 
then intended that the special committee should meet in 
August. Unfortunately, as I have already explained, 
that meeting was not called in August but it was called 
in November. There was no quorum and there is no 
report before you. But in view of the fact that the same 
member was responsible for the meeting which was called 
in August, 1 permitted my friend, Mr Gupta, to move 
that resolution. Now it is open to you whether you wish 
to pass that resolution as it stands, whether you want 
a lengthy discussion, or whether you still want to wait 
till this committee waits, that is, wait till next year. I 
shall not influence your judgment. I am neither a 
protagonist nor an opponent of this thing. I merely give 
a chance to you to express your views now. 

Dr. Sampat Ram Chaturvedi : May I take it that 
the University has accepted the principle of the three 
years’ degree course ? In the light of the previous dis- 
cussion it appears as if the University has accepted the 
three years’ degree course. Is it necessary that the 
proposal shall be discussed, or has the University expressed 
its opinion ? 

Vice-Chancellor: The University has expressed no 
opinion. 

Dr. Sampat Ram Chaturvedi : Then it is left to the 
University to express its opinion whether we are in 
favour of the three years’ course or we are not. 

Mr M. R. V. Krishna Rao - I suggest that the com- 
mittee do meet and give its considered opinion, so that the 
Senate may discuss its repoi t at its next meeting. 

Dr. Hafiz Syed : Has the committee ceased to exist, 
or is it still functioning ? 

Vice-Chancellor: It is a very difficult question to 
answer; because the committee could not give its report; 
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because it was not called earlier. Secondly, it could not 
meet; because there was no quorum. The question is left 
to you whether this committee should meet again or not. 

Mr. Shiromam : I think it was a technical mistake 
that the committee did not meet. A meeting of the 
members of the committee may now be called so that they 
may re-consider the question. 

Vice-Chancellor: The members of the committee 
were:

Dr. Hafiz Syed: Supposing that this committee 
meets again and its deliberations are given to the 
Vice-Chancellor (Vice-Chancellor : it is no use giving to 
the Vice-Chancellor) in order to place them before the 
Senate, will you hold a special meeting of the Senate, or 
will you wait till November 1947? That is another 
difficulty before us. 

Vice-Chancellor : I can only tell you that it costs 
Rs. 10,000 to call a meeting of the Senate I cannot bind 
my successor, that is for him to decide. 

Prof. N. K. Sidhanta : If it is necessary to call the 
coynmittee it seems to me that as all the members are now 
here we might have a meeting tomorrow. 

Vice-Chancellor: I have no objection as long as my 
presence is not required. 

Dr. L. P. Mathur: As far as I can make out the 
question of referring the matter to the committee does 
not arise. Unfortunately my friend, Dr. Hafiz Syed, has 
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given a completely wrong turn to the whole debate by 
suggesting that we want to blame the Government This 
is not a political body and there is no intention on the 
part of Mr. Gupta or anybody else to apportion blame or 
anything of the kind. What we want is that our case 
should not go by default. We should have an opportu- 
nity as a Senate to express our opinions on this very im- 
portant and very vital question The question of blaming 
the Government does not arise at all. Prof. Sidhanta 
has referred to the Narendra Deo Committee Report, 
but he knows that it is not only the Narendra Deo Com- 
mittee Report which is being considered by the Govern- 
ment Coupled with it are the Sargent Report and a 
number of new proposals. The Narendra Deo Committee 
Report has almost gone out of date. Under the circums- 
tances the best thing for the Senate to do is to adopt a 
simple resolution like the one moved by Mr. Gupta. 

Dr. R. K. Singh: If we are to give an opinion we 
cannot give any opinion till one year and till then the 
Government should do nothing but wait for our resolution. 

Mr. Shiromani : If it is possible that a meeting of 
the special committee may be held and the report of the 
committee may be circularised to all the members of the 
Senate, then their opinions may be invited. If hon’ble 
members consider certain changes necessary, then their 
opinions may be taken into consideration by the Executive 
Council and the Executive Council may formulate its 
views to the Government. That would save the expendi- 
ture of the University as well and we shall have a chance 
to express our opinion on this important question. It is 
right way to offer an opportunity to every member of the 
Senate to express his opinion before any change is made. 

Mr. C. Mahajan: The resolution of Mr. Gupta seems 
to be so innocuous that I cannot understand why it should 
give rise to so much discussion, or arouse any apprehen- 
sion. Even if the committee meets now it will not have 
before it any really concrete proposals from the Govern- 
ment; because such proposals have not been received. 
Before Government rushes to make any deliberate changes 
which would vitally affect the present educational system, 
the resolution wants that this University which is an 
affiliating University and which is in a different situation 
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from a teaching university should have an opportunity 
to consider these proposals and express its opinion. If 
the Government sends such proposals in January and 
wants the University to consider them soon, the Vice- 
Chancellor may call a special meeting of the Senate. If 
the Government sends these proposals and gives longer 
time for consideration, then the matter can wait till the 
next Senate. 

Mr. M. R. V. Krishna Rao : The resolution refers to 
contemplated changes. I would like to know what those 
contemplated changes are. Till those changes are indi- 
cated to us and till we definitely know that they are con- 
templated, I do not think this resolution is of much use. 

Dr. A. N. Singh : The University is an autonomous 
body and the Government by a resolution of their own 
cannot make a two years* course into a three years’ 
course. The legislature, I am sure, will not be in such 
a hurry. They must consult us and they must have our 
opinion before they pass anything. I think we should 
wait. If the Government bring up some concrete propo- 
sals, there will be enough time to consider and give our 
opinion. My proposal is to postpone the consideration 
of this matter. 

Rai Bahadur Pandit Joti Prasad Upadhyaya: While 
I have no objection to accepting the motion of Mr. Gupta, 
my personal opinion is that the formation of the com- 
mittee mentioned in item No. 24 of the agenda as well as 
this resolution are absolutely useless, for if vital changes 
are made either in the constitution of the University or 
in the matter of examination or studies— all these propo- 
sals will go through the Provincial Legislature in the 
form of a Bill. The Bill will be circulated for elici- 
ting public opinion. Expert opinion will be invited. 
I do not think Government will rush through such impor- 
tant legislation and turn it into an Act without consider- 
ing its effects. The teachers of the University are a bit 
nervous that probably their position is being jeopardised. 
(A member The position of the teachers does not come 
in.) If any vital changes are made in the Act or the 
constitution of the University they will be brought to the 
notice of the general public of the province The Bill 
will be published ; it will be examined threadbare, expert 
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opinion will be taken on it and the Bill will be circulated 
tor eliciting public opinion. I think this resolution is 
unnecessary and somewhat premature as the Government 
itself will certainly look into the question very carefully. 
Whatever may be the form of Government no legislation 
can be rushed through in connection with an important 
matter like this. 

Vice-Chancellor : I w ould like to say a few words 
There are a few questions before the house. One is 
the resolution which, with your approval, I allowed 
Mr. Gupta to move and that is merely a resolution before 
the house and the proper course is to vote on that reso- 
lution. But I have allowed you to suggest vaiious other 
methods of dealing with this subject; because this is a 
matter of great interest to this University and I do not 
want in any way to stifle discussion. I would like to 
know what the position is. The position is that the 
University of Agra has not at any time received anv 
communication from Government that they intend to 
make any such change. Nor have we, except in the matter 
of the Narendra Deo Committee in which I only served 
dealt with this matter.' But there is a large number of 
other matters and we have not been asked to express 
any opinion. I do. not know whether the Lucknow 
University has . received any communication of which 
Prof. Sidhanta is aware. 


Prof. N. K. Sidhanta Not so far as the new 
proposals are concerned. 

Vice-Chancellor: That is the present position. My 
learned friend, Rai Bahadur Joti Prasad Upadhyaya 
who spoke just now has tried to allay feelings of those 
of you who are rather nervous aljout this matter. But I 
would like you to fully understand the position so far as 
I see it. 

This very important matter has been carried out in 
practice in the Delhi province and the Delhi University 
As I happened (o be at that time a member of the Execu- 
tive Council of . that Univeisity and in charge of the 
secondary education of the province, I was directly con- 
cerned. Government did not bring this matter before the 
Legislature. They merely, by executive action, asked me 
to give effect so far as schools were concerned and bring 
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them about bj executive order and there are now secon- 
dary schools with 1 1 years’ course. I am still very 
doubtful whether the Delhi University Act was amended. 

I think it was done by amendment of the statutes and 
ordinances and it did not go befote the legislature. I 
can’t absolutel) vouch for that. My impression is that they 
did not go to the Legislature. So far, in Delhi, effect was 
given to this new course by executive action on the part 
of the Government and it seems to me we cannot hide 
from ourselves the possibility that the same thing may be 
done in the U. P. 

It is open to the U P. Government to alter the pre- 
.sent educational system by executive action and introduce 
the new .scheme in schools and colleges. The only differ- 
ence is that whereas the U. P. Intermediate and High 
School Education Board is the creation of the Legislative 
Council, the Board in Delhi was not the creation of any 
legislative body but established by executive action. So 
whether the Rai Bahadur who is a lawyer is correct or not 
I cannot tell. But I have to tell you this that in Delhi the 
change was effected within a very few months by executive 
action and now the point is if you accept my friend, 
Mr. Gupta’s resolution, you are merely expressing what 
may or may not cany weight with Government and you 
most certainly are not doing any harm. 

As regards the other matter, that this matter should 
be considered by the same committee de novo and that 
their views should be submitted to the Vice-Chancellor 
and that he should ask for the views of the Senate and 
take action by correspondence, I take it that it would be 
an amendment to the resolution. Both matters are now 
before you. 

Mr. P. D Gupta : t am prepared to accept it. 

Prof. N. K Sidhanta: Should he not make the 
point definite what he is referring to in his resolution — 
is it only the three years’ degree course, or is it also re- 
organisation of the secondary education, or whether it is 
any other allied matter? The second question will depend 
upon the answer to the first 

Mr. P. D, Gupta: I am not referring to the three 
years’ degree course. 
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Prof. N. K. Sidhanta: What are the questions to 
which this resolution refers? Is it the Narendra Deo 
Committee Report, or some other report which the 
Cot eminent might be considering, or is it the special 
oflicer’s report which the Government might be consi- 
dering ? 

Mr P D Gupta. It is not for the Government to ask 
us what we want. It is we who are asking what they 
want. We read m the papers that changes are contem- 
plated. We tell the Government “If you have got any 
concrete proposals to put forward, please do so. If you 
have any Bill to bring forward, please do so. But give 
us an opportunity — it may be through the Senate, or 
through the Executive Council or through any committee 
appointed by any body of this University — but give us an 
opportunity for expressing an opinion on certain definite 
and concrete proposals that you would like to bring 
forward ” I am not sorry that the meeting of that com- 
mittee was not held; because if that committee had met 
the discussions would have been in the air. Mr. Sidhanta 
said that the N arendra Deo Committee Report has been 
before the public for a pretty long time. I agree. I 
remember that the discussion on the Narendra Deo Com- 
mittee Report took place when I was a member of the 
Executive Council Your discussions on the Report 
covered a number of things. We do not know what exact- 
ly is in the mind of Government. What we do know is 
this that changes are being contemplated. Any news- 
paper will tell you that. We want to know what changes 
are contemplated and when Government inform us of 
what changes are sought to be made, it would then be the 
task of the University to consider those proposals and tell 
the Government what it feels about them. 

Prof N. K. Sidhanta I am entirely satisfied. He 
wants a general idea of what Government is going to do. 

Mr. P D. Gupta : Dr. Singh said that the University 
is an autonomous body and Government cannot do anything 
without consulting the University. But I put it to him. 
He is a member of the Intermediate Board and the 
Intermediate Board is also a statutory body subordinate to 
Government. Government may make such changes in the 
organisation of secondary education as they like. Then 
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consequent changes n ay If con e incumbent on the Univer- 
sity For instance, if the Goa eminent abolishes the 12th 
class from the Intermediate co Icg^s and if the Govern- 
ment abolishes the Intermediate e.\a" ination, then surely 
we cannot carry on with our two wears’ cleg tee course. 
We shall have to make consequent ml changes Dr Singh 
is not entirely coricct m sa\mg that Governmeni cannot 
force us to do anything. Government may amend the 
Act even without consulting the Senate. 

Dr. R. K. Singh To which Dr. Singh is he referring? 
(Laughter ) There are t a o by that name m this house. 

Mr. Gupta: I am refeinng to Dr. A X Singh who 
made these observations Then my fiiend Rai Bahadur 
Joti Prasad Upadhjaya attnbuted a motive ITe sajs we 
are anxious because our position is thieatencd

Mr. Gupta: We are certainly apprehensive, but we 
are apprehensive for academic reasons and not for our 
own position.

Gupta : 1 hen lie says that Go\ eminent is not 
going to rush through legislation without consulting the 
University. 1 hope that Government uillioi. All that 
my resolution wants is to remind Government that it 
should not. If my friend is so convinced that Govern- 
ment will not rush through without comulling the 
University, there is no reason why he should not support 
my resolution. 

Rai Bahadui Pandit Joti Prasad Upadhjaja I agree 

Mr Gupta. His speech did not indicate that he agiees 
with me. 

Rai Bahadur Fandii Joti Prasad Upadhjaya Mj 
first sentence was that thcie was no harm in accepting 
the resolution of Mr Gupta 

When Dr. Ishwan Pia'-ad ro-e in his ^cat the Vice- 
Chancellor said* Mr Gupta tells me that he has made his 
final reply. So I camot allow any further discu^ion. 
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Dr Islmari Prasad. Plas the Senate received any 
official communication? Can Mr* Gupta commit the 
Senate to his resolution? 

Vice-Chancellor: Rightly or wronglj 1 admitted the 
resolution 

The resolution was then adopted b) the Senate, 

Mr Gupta I want to move a consequential resolution. 
In case the Government does communicate any proposals 
those proposals may be considered by the committee 
appointed b) the Senate at its last meeting and its recom- 
mendations duh endoised or modified may be sent on to 
Government. 

Vice-Chancelloi * if any such contingency arises as 
Mr Gupta has envisaged, the Vice-Chancellor and the 
Executive Council will take the action necessary I can- 
not now allow }Ou to move a consequential lesolution 

25 (1) Dr. R. K Singh moved — 

“With a view to open the door of higher education to all 
those who cannot afford to study m a college as regular 
students and thus to popularise ^higher education among 
the poorer section of the society, and to lemove the in- 
vidious distinction made among the teachers of the re- 
cognised schools and non-teachers and teachers of 
unrecognised schools, women students and other students, 
and the regulations of this and the other universities in 
this respect, it is hereby resolved that the Piowncial 
Government be approached to amend the Act in such a 
way as to declare open all University examinations to all 
private students who may be qualified otherwise subject 
to the'rule* and regulations to be framed hereaftei by 
the Executive Council m this respect Further the 
Senate recommends to the Executive Council to frame 
such necessaiy statutes and regulations and suggest such 
necessaiy changes in the existing ones as to afford all 
possible facilities for the private students to appear m 
the University examinations” 

I am happy that the house is in a cheerful mood 
when I have been called upon to move the resolution 

Prof 1ST K Sulhanta: Has the house already con- 
sidered a similar resolution at any time before? 

Dr. R K Smgh* I am prejudicing my case by 
stating that this resolution was moved by Mr. R, S. 
Vidyarthi m 1941 and was rejected by this Senate. I 
I have gone through the speeches made on that occasion. 
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I have noted the objections raised at that meeting. I am 
again to appeal to the generosity of the house. This is an 
appeal on behalf of the poorer section of the society. In 
the Agra University, as in the other universities, there is a 
large number of students who have got the will as well as 
the means to go for higher study. There is another sec- 
tion which has got the means but not the will They are 
compelled to exist in o ir institution, because their parents 
so desire. So in our institution there are two categories — 
one has got the will and the means and the other has got 
the means but not the will. There is a third category 
who would like to benefit by a university degree if our 
University so permitted. They are those who have the 
will but not the means. 

I should say at the very outset that University edu- 
cation is a very precious privilege and those who do not 
avail of it aie deprived of it by certain circumstances. 
I request the house to open the door of the Univer- 
sity so that the poorer section may be able to take 
advantage of it. Last time when the resolution was 
moved three objections were raised against the i evolution. 
One was that the university atmospheie is a sine quanon 
of university education and, therefore, a student who is 
allowed to appear privately is deprived of the univeisity 
atmosphere and, therefore, it is undesirable. 1 may say 
without insulting the Agra University Senators— I my- 
self am a fait of il — that there is no such thing as uni- 
versity atmosphere in the Agra University for the simple 
reason that the Agra Universit) is constituted of consti- 
tuent colleges — good, bad and indifferent. ( Dr . Basu 
took the chair ) 80 to 85 per cent, of the students 

going for the University examination are day-scholars 
who live in dingy quarters and hardly come across any- 
thing of what is called* educational atmospheie except 
class-room lectures. So far as I see, the university at- 
mosphere will not be vitiated by permitting a handful of 
students to take the examination privately. You are per- 
mitting teachers placed in any corner of the province. You 
permit deputy inspectors and sub-deputy inspectors who 
have never heard a university lecture to appear at Uni- 
versiry examinations as private candidates You may 
enlarge that circle a little and permit a handful of more 
Students as private candidates for the examination, 
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The second objection whit.li was urged — I do not 
suppose very seriously — referred to the financial aspect, 
that the colleges will be poorer in their finances. I do not 
suppose anyone was serious about it. You allow the High 
School Examinations and the Intermediate Examinations 
to be taken privately and no one will say that our High 
School and the Intermediate classes are being depleted 
thereby. 

The third, reason which was urged with a certain 
amount of seriousness was about the difficulty of exami- 
nations that if a large number of students take the ex- 
aminations privately the standards will be affected; because 
the examinei while examining note-books is naturally 
affected by the worse. That is a right point. Probably 
if out of 100 answer-books 80 aie from bad students your 
standards are likely to be affected I have examined the 
Intermediate students But I do find that in every centre 
about five or six students aie taking examination private- 
ly, but they affect my judgment. I do not think that this is 
really a serious objection to the opening of the university 
examinations to such students. 

There is some weight in all the points, which have 
been urged before and which may be urged in this house 
again, lhe Agra University is a purely examining body 
and even if the standards be slightly lowered, even if the 
colleges suffer slightly and even if the students to whom 
we give degrees do not have the university atmosphere, 
don’t you think the advantages will outway the dis- 
advantages? You will confer a boon on a section which 
otherwise would go without university education If a 
student has got facilities he will go to your colleges; if 
he has not, he will come as a private student. So I 

request that the house may be pleased to accept this 
resolution. - 1 


n tPV'^c- Singh: I second this resolution of 
jL>r K. K. bingh. He has already explained the necessity 
of his resolution and I agree with him that it is necessary 
that those students who cannot afford to go through a 
regular course in our colleges be allowed to take the ex- 
aminations of this University and get degrees. A pro- 
vision like this probably exists elsewhere outside India. 

tit nCa j an ? °, ther pIaces students who are not 

examSt;n nd W1 have , not attended classes, can take 
examinations and get degrees. Further, the resolution 
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here as worded only recommends that this be considered 
by the Government and necessary amendment be made in 
the Act 1 think there is no harm if this suggestion is 
sent to Government Government will then consider the 
question and if it is in public interest, will amend the 
Act, but if they think that it is not in public interest they 
will not do so. 

As far as the University is concerned, I do not think 
the University will suffer in any way, if private students 
are allowed to appear at our examinations There is, 
however, one thing here— the word ‘all* private students. 
I will not agree to the use of this word *all\ There are 
some University examinations which cannot be taken by 
private students, for instance, the B Sc. or the Engineer- 
ing Examinations and other examinations which require 
work in practical classes. I believe that Dr. Singh's in- 
tention is that those examinations which do not require 
attendance at practical classes should be declared open to 
private students. 

Dr Sampat Ram Chaturvedi: 1 oppose this resolu- 
tion. It is not our intention to impart university educa- 
tion to everybody. The freedom allowed to every student 
to appear in the High School Examination is generous. 
We do not want to create universities in every muhalla, 
There is already a mushroom-like growth of university 
colleges in smaller towns even. We do not want that in 
every muhalla there should be a university where facili- 
ties for proper University education are not available. 

I oppose this resolution as far as education in the 
University is concerned. We must have some standard. 
As regards some subjects it is quite impossible for private 
students to appear in the examinations. I wish that the 
University would maintain some standard and would not 
make the degrees very cheap. 

Dr K. C Mehta: I also oppose this resolution to 
throw open the University examinations to private stu- 
dents. The experience of examiners has been that the pri- 
vate candidates present a very low standard indeed and this 
merely means a discouragement to students who come 
into our colleges and who have to spend a good deal of 
money on their tuition in the college. Then I believe that 
the purpose of university education is not merely that a 
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student can mug up text-books and pass examinations. 
A degree has also certain implications with it, that a 
certain cultural standard has been attained and that can 
be attained when a student has spent a number of years 
at a good college That implies going through the pro- 
gramme of the college activities Culture comes by con- 
tact with cultured persons, by the congregations of 
students and teachers and meeting with learned peisons 
from day to day The University will be defeating its 
own purpose if this kind of resolution is accepted. 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad : I am very sorry that I am 
unable to see eye to eje with Dr Singh on a matter of 
much vital importance Several years ago when the 
proposal was discussed before this house I opposed it 
very strongly along with a number of other membeis of 
the Senate I am surprised that the Principal of a college 
should have brought forward a motion of this kind 
which, if the Senate adopts it, will amount to committing 
suicide The lesolution is of an omnibus character. It 
asks us to recommend to Government to legislate in such 
a manner as to make it possible for private candidates of 
all kinds to appear at all our examinations. Obviously 
if I have read the resolution aright, Dr Singh wants the 
University to permit private candidates to appear at the 
B A , B Sc , M A , M Sc , LL U , as well as other exami- 
nations 

That will be a vciy difficult position for this Univer- 
sity to accept. As my learned fiiend, the Principal of 
the Agra College said, the purpose of obtaining a degree 
is not merely to test that a student has read a few books 
on a particular subject The real object of receiving 
education in a colleg.e is to liberalise the outlook and en- 
large the understanding and 'to fit him for the larger 
responsiblities of life. Therefore, a resolution of this kind 
cannot be permitted, which grants permission to every- 
body- to appear at all our examinations. 

Dr. Singh has said that teachers, deputy inspectors 
and others have been permitted Teachers have been 
permitted; because they have reached a certain stage of 
intellectual development, they are engaged in reaching 
and they have got the necessary facilities ancl the neces- 
sary equipment for pursuing the courses of study. I do 
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not see how Dr. Singh hopes to benefit many of the 
private students who have no means I appreciate his 
humamtaiian desire to benefit the gieat mass of students 
who cannot on account of poverty go to colleges. But 
theie is a conflict between the lieait and the head. 
I leally appreciate his motive, but my intellect 
refuses to accept the proposal he has placed before 
the Senate The B A course is a sufficiently heavy 
course. The Ivl A course is advanced enough and re- 
quires very careful guidance How will private students 
study these courses? It will be highly improper for the 
University to ask the Legislature to make such changes 
in the Act 1 do not contemplate this catastrophe with 
equanimity. Another member may get up and say that 
the Agra University should sell its degrees as some of 
the American universities do We may sell our B. A. 
degiee for Rs 20, Rs. 30, Rs 40 or Rs 50 Dr. Singh 
speaks of American students. I know them. I have 
seen some Indian gentlemen purchasing American degrees. 
I have seen Oxford and Cambiidge graduates too and I 
can say that there are all kinds of graduates. It will 
suffice to say that in a matter like this we should act with 
a full sense of responsibility. We cannot allow anybody 
and everybody to appear at the University examinations. 
We cannot give a cane blanche to every body and permit 
him to abuse a privilege which no other Indian univer- 
sity grants. I gather the mover at the end of his speech 
seemed to realise that the proposed step would lower the 
standards of the University. No educationist, no paient 
or guardian who has the welfare of his ward at heart, 
will give his assent to a proposal of this kind, I, there- 
fore, request the Senate to reject it; because it is highly 
dangerous. 

(The Vice-Chancellor look the chair). 

Mr Richardson: Sir, already a number of gentle- 
men have spoken about this resolution. They have 
covered most important points, but I do think there are 
three or four points to be emphasized. Firstly, it is said 
that if this was done only a handful of students would 
be benefited. But I think that as a university degree is 
a necessary passport to any decent job in India thousands 
will be involved. Secondly, it was stated by the mover 
of the resolution that perhaps in some other countries — • 
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I am glad he said ‘'perhaps’* in America — people were 
admitted to examinations without going through a course 
of studies. 1 cannot speak tor all American universities, 
although I am a graduate of one American University 
mjself, but as far as I lcno.v, at least 15 jcars ago in 
America, there was no university whatsoever which 
admitted students to its degrees who had not undergone 
some course of study either at or through any university 
or college. 

The question of lowering the standard has already 
been dealt with and in my opinion is self-apparent. Al=o 
the question of university atmosphere has been mentioned. 
You, sir, have with jour usual clarity and eloquence al- 
ready put before house today the ideal of making this 
University, and I dare say others, into universities of 
which we can be proud I cannot imagine that we will 
be carrying out jour wishes if the first act we pass after 
hearing jour address is to move a resolution that we 
should admit every Tom, Dick and Harry, regardless 
of his character and efficiency, into all examinations. 

I do not wish to put the negative aspect only. I 
have been for a great many years a keen and active 
participant in adult education work throughout this 
country, and I remember when we first started in Delhi 
a great many years ago, we took up this question with the 
universities authorities. We wanted students who had 
studied in night classes in our institutions to be allowed 
to sit at the examinations of the University of Delhi or 
other universities. That proposal I still believe has a 
good deal to be said for it. I think this University should 
and could run night classes at which young men and 
women who are earning their living and cannot go to 
the university, if they are really keen and not simply 
desirous of cramming certain books, can attend I do 
think this matter ought to be seriously concerned by this 
University in the near future. 

Secondly, with further reference to America, I 
would point out to the mover and the supporters of this 
resolution that even in the wealthiest universities of 
America such as Princeton, Yale and Harvard, 50 per 
cent, of students earn their way through college. They 
come from poor families. They cannot pay for their 
education. They spend their spare time, without serious 
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detriment to college activities, in earning. Surely that 
is the spirit we want to build up in India (Hear, hear ) 
We already have loo much of the spirit of giving people 
something for nothing. We look too much to Govern- 
ment to dole out this and that I w ou'd like you to 
think how much money the American Universities get 
from them. The leading American Universities get 
not a penny from them. We arc thinking too much 
of an easy path to kr.o .Hedge and growth of edu- 
cation. . There is no such easy path and the sooner we 
give an opportunity for those who seriously want to work 
to get a degree the belter. I feel veiy strongly about 
this. There should always be opj ortumlies for the 
suppressed, but certainly tins is not the way to accom- 
plish that. I have, therefore, to oppose this icsolution. 
(Applause) 

Chaudhri Dharaim 11 Singh: I rise to support the 
resolution moved by Dr Singh. lean say that m our 
country there is a tendency to oppose u idespread education 
and this furnishes the reason for the pohiical subjugation 
of this country. Xow a man, who is concerned w ith some 
profession other than that of teaching, cannot appear as 
a private student. No doubt a university may think that 
it is in a privileged position, but in these days popular 
will has to be taken into consideration I cannot under- 
stand how we can differentiate between a person going 
from village to village as a deputy inspector or a sub- 
deputy inspector and a person engaged at tiie desk as a 
clerk. If you say that those persons who are not doing 
teaching work are not fit persons or have not got the 
proper atmosphere or culture that the university demands, 
I beg once again to repeat the remarks of the never, who 
said that this Agra University cannot be said to have that 
type of atmosphere as prevails in foreign universities, 
or in residential universities even in India It is an ex- 
amining body and the University as such has got little 
effect in colleges. The colleges themseh es have got their 
own influence as colleges So vvliat I can say is that 
private students will not get that atmosphere which out- 
colleges have got in the various parts goveined by this 
University. But then how can you allow as private 
students teachers doing tuition work in schools when even 
those gentlemen cannot have the atmosphere of a college 
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I may cite an instance of a person who never got the 
university education and he, I suppose, is a man the like 
of whom none of your universities has ever produced. 
With your kind permission I may say that it is the late 
Ramanujan. He was a mere clerk and had no benefits 
of university education. What a bright jewel of India 
he was. I daresay that India has never produced in 
recent times a man of his calibre and he can be compared 
with no less a person than Newton. If he had lived up 
to his age he would have excelled him. He had never 
had the advantage of university education. He went to 
England with Dr. Hardy and the report that Dr. Hardy 
sumitted to the University of Madras was that this boy 
had come to lum as a student, but he (Dr. Hardy) had 
become his student. ‘He was my student but now T I am 
learning from him’, said Dr. Hardy. These are the remarks 
that are to be found in the works of Ramanujan. I can 
quote the names of very many great men who never got 
university education. Can anybody say that there is any 
poet who having received university education in India 
can, be compared to Tulsidas, who had never received 
university education ? 

Mr. Richardson: Does this University desire to 
produce poets ? 

Chaudhri Dharamvir Singh. Outside the university, 
there have been great people and they are people who 
excelled university men. It is a very great mistake to 
keep these men out and not to allow them to the univer- 
sity examinations. It has been contended that there 
will be great deterioration in the standards of university 
education. Just compare how many private students 
there are at present. What is „the percentage of private 
students and the deputy inspectors sitting for University 
examinations? It is a microscopic minority compared 
with the main body of students appearing for examination 
from various colleges. To suppose that there would be 
so many candidates from out side places as from offices 
is wrong. I cannot suppose that the tillers of the soil 
or unlettered men or labourers will offer themselves for 
examinations. It is only clerks and other people who 
are engaged in some allied activity that would offer 
(hem^lves for examinations and their number would be 
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far far less than the number that we are having just at 
present from schools. 

In this manner there would be no deterioration in 
the standard. There is one method which is a very 
faulty method and that is to argue against a proposition 
simply by ridiculing it. It was mentioned by one of the 
great learned doctors that this proposition might be com- 
pared to selling of degrees by American universities. 
(Dr. Ishwari Prasad. I never said that.) What was the 
necessity of bringing the idea of selling the University 
degrees? How can it come into this discussion? Did 
he mean that the proposal amounted to something like 
selling of degrees. At any rate it is not at all a detes- 
table thing like the selling of degrees. If ycu did not 
ridicule this proposal by mentioning selling of degrees 
I withdraw my remarks. 

Comparison with America and with other countries 
is always good, but the conditions in America are not the 
same as in our country. We are not bound to follow 
what is happening in America. There was a time when 
we took pride to follow slavishly what is happening in 
America. Now we care for our country. We care for 
conditions that are suitable for our country and in a poor 
country like ours it is most desirable that we should allow 
people to appe.ar in examination or to make progress in 
education without compelling them to undergo a course 
of training in a university when they cannot afford it. 
At any rate, no harm can be done. Suppose a person 
qualifies himself for the B.Sc. degree, what harm is 
there if you allow him as a private student? Supposing 
he is attached to a factory and qualifies himself for the 
B. Sc , will you refuse to allow him for the examination? 
In the circumstances, I ‘see absolutely no objection to 
the resolution moved by Dr. Singh, except the tendency 
of monopolising education, which is an old tendency of 
Brahmans. (Laughter.) I, therefore, respectfully submit 
that the resolution of Dr. Singh is a very commendable 
resolution and should be accepted now. 

Dr. Hafiz Syed : I should like to make a few obser- 
vations and I beg of you to consider them if you are 
inclined that way. Firstly I should like to tell you that 
if the proposal of Dr, R. K. Singh is to be accepted, then 
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I say there is no need of the Vice-Chancellor and the 
Senate and all these degree colleges in this province; 
because in that case all the students, all who are desirous 
of putting on a label of B. A. or M. A. degree after then 
names, they can educate themselves, they can study subjects 
themselves and there is no need of an English professor 
like Prof. Sidhanta ? What is the use of all this, huge 
organisation when they are so much endowed with a 
wonderful capacity ot study and self-education that 
they could take up a subject and study for themselves 
and offer themselves for the degree examination ? There 
is need only for a Registrar like Pandit Shyam Sundar 
Sharma and a Vice-Chancellor to sign the certificates All 
of us present here belonging to this or that college will 
cease to exist The Minister of Education in the Indore 
'State has very emphatically and rationally told you that 
even in America the example of which has been quoted 
by Dr. Singh, even young man does not hold the 
B. A. or B. Sc. degree Go anywhere in the world where 
there is mass education. All those countries do not hold 
the B. A. or M. A. degree en masse. That degree is only 
for those who study m colleges. Their degree is a sign 
and symbol of the instructions that they received from 
their teachers. 

Secondly, I would like to tell you this. I have my 
ideals. I have great faith in self-education. But sclf- 
education comes at an advanced stage. If eveiv boy and 
every grown-up young man were to learn of his* own 
accord through self-education, then there will be no 
education at all. Up to a certain stage it is all right. 
Up to that stage we may study a subject deeply. But to 
expect every literate man to become an educated man 
and take a degree by putting the B. A or the M. A. after 
his name is quite beyond mv comprehension. I beg 
even one of you to understand that here is a proposition 
which appeals to the heart; because it is suffused with the 
milk of human kindness and wide sympathy, but it does 
not appeal to your head. If you believe that there is 
some such thing as intellectual integrity, an ideal of educa- 
tion, a high standard of education, then in the light of 
your high ideal of education this is a proposition u hich 
can never be accepted. 

Mr. M. R, V. Krishna Rao; I move for closure.

Vice-Chancelloi —My leirned friend dioukl luve 
raised this point before. 

A member. — I tiled to do it. 

Vice-Chancellor . — I am vcrj sorrj the house has 
been seized of the resolution. 

Mr. R. K. Singh — I am sorry the resolution is 
worded rather unfoitunately If I have an opportunity 
I would change it. My friend on the right has referred 
to certain American Universities 1 do claim having 
seen a bit of America and not onlv that 1 am also proud 
that while studying at Harvaid, due to financial difficulties 
I worked as librar) clerk for a few months and b\ working 
for two or thiec hours I used to earn enough to pay for 
my schooling at Harvard, duiing the period of work at 
least a substantial pait of it I should like to know if 
there are such oppoi tunnies in India The utmost that 
you can expect in India is Rs. 25 for seven or eight hours 
work daily. In Harvard it is perfectly possible to go on 
part time basis and take one or two courses in each 
semester. You can take courses in summer and make up 
for the deficiency during the course of the tear Such 
facilities do not exist in India 

What I was advocating was exactly the same thing 
as was mentioned by my friend here You will see 
definitely laid down * “Further the Senate recommends 
to the Executive Council /' It countenances the 
possibility of correspondence courses as is carried on in 
Columbia University or the possibility of having night 
classes. There ate hundreds of people m Agra who 
would like to work in daytime and would be very happy 
to attend the university lectures if the statutes permit. I 
do not say that all the students irrespective of any othei 
consideration should be permitted to appear as private can- 
didates, what 1 mean to say is let the students be given an 
opportunity in the proper way so that the students w ho 
are qualified alone should go in foi the examination, 
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Finally, there is the talk of university culture. I 
would challenge any Principal of a college in the Agra 
University to tell me what kind of culture he has got in 
mind. I have been a Principal for the last 14 years and 
I know the culture which exists in our colleges. I still 
challenge the whole house to point out to me anyone to 
' equal Dr. Tagore, whose education was conspicuous for 
having been out of the university. The only person who 
has got the Nobet Prize so far in education was a man 
who did not have the benefit of education in a university 
and you and I cannot decry the culture of people outside 
a university 1 can quote dozens of names of people who 
occupy very important positions in life. My entire 
argument is opposed to the simple proposition that if 
jou pass this resolution the Vice-Chancellor, the Univer- 
sity, the colleges and university culture won’t exist. 

The simple question is, supposing the University 
makes it permissible for students to take private examina- 
tions, would you or would you not send your children to 
a university ora college? If you say you would not, 

I withdraw the motion. I have got a son. Even if you 
accept this resolution I will see that my boy goes to a 
university. This appeal is not on behalf of those who can 
afford university education It is only meant for those 
people who are so placed that they find it impossible to go 
to a university. Would you like them to go without edu- 
cation, or to have education without the culture that you 
are talking of? Take an example. Take an anology. A 
patient living in a village far far away from the medical 
colleges in Agra and Lucknow is dying. I admit that 
the Agra Medical College and the Lucknow Medical 
College are the best for his treatment. Would you like 
that he should die without any,lieatment simply because 
he cannot have the benefit of these medical colleges? 

The resolution was put and lost. 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad: I want to rise to a point 
of order about 25 (2). The Senate hasn’t got this 
power. Please see page 40 of the Calendar. The point 
of order is that it is not within the competence of the 
Senate to deal with a matter like this. The appointment

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(2) Dr. R K, Singh' This iesolution is very- 
less controversial and I have been promised support by 
some of my friends It is ver\ non-conti oversial It 
runs thus:

A membei Is it the idea of the mover that the ap- 
poinment of examineis and tabulatois should be eliminat- 
ed altogether? 

Vice-Chancelloi Theie is a point of ordei being 
raised. Let ns deal with it first 

Dr. Islmari Prasad. This lesolution is mluided to 
ask the Senate to ie\ieu the <j lies' ion of the appointment 
of examineis. tabulators and oilier beneficiaries of ihe 
Agra Unhcr-m The appointment of examiners is a 
matter governed b\ the Act and the statutes and on page 
40, if ton look up Section 16 of the Calendar \ou will find 
it stated. As tegards the appointment of examiners and 
the appointment of tabulators— I do not know who these 
beneficiaries are — if iou kindly look at page 43 of the 
Calendar you will find it stated “The Executive Council 
shall appoint exannncis and shall fix iheir remuneration.” 
I have never heard of the Senate or the Court of a uni- 
versity discussing the appointment of examineis, or the 
procedure by which the examiners are appointed. 

Vice-Chancellor. Don’t make a speech. 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad. 1 hope I have explained my 
point of order 

Vice-Chant ellor M> ruling is perfectly clear So 
far as Dr Ishwari Prasad's fiisl contention "is concerned. 
1 will uphold it Although the Senate is the governing 
body of the Unit ersitt, the Executive Council has enor- 
mous powers. It lies within the pow eis of the Executive 
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Council to appoint tabulators and examiners, checkers and 
other beneficiaries, as Dr. Singh has mentioned them in 
his resolution Therefore, it is not within the purview of 
this house to encroach on the duties of the Executive 
Council. There is only one way out of the resolution 
and I think in fairness to my learned friend. Dr. Singh, 1 
can point it out to him that if he adds the words, ‘that the 
Senate recommends to the Executive Council to appoint 
such and such committee’, it will be in order. But if the 
resolution stands as it is this house has no power to 
appoint a committee to review matters which are within 
the exclusive purview of the Executive Council. Nor can 
this house proceed to appoint that committee. But this 
house has every power to make a recommendation to the 
Executive Council and I will permit him to move the 
resolution provided he adds the words, “This house 
recommends to the Executive Council’’. But it will be 
purely a recommendation to the Executive Council. If 
they so desire they may not proceed to appoint a com- 
mittee; for the Senate cannot appoint a committee. 

Mr. Richardson: If I may be so bold it seems to me 
that the ruling does not prevent the resolution. Is it a 
fact that the Executive Council makes rules for the 
appointment of tabulators ? 

Vice-Chancellor : They appoint them. 

Mr Richardson: This resolution lefers to the ques- 
tion of the appointment of examiners, tabulators and 
other beneficiary offices. Surely the Senate has the com- 
petence to make any suggestions with regard to revising 
rules under which the University activities are carried on. 

Dr. L. P. Mathur : Is* Mr.„ Richardson questioning 
the ruling of the Vice-Chancellor ? ' 

Mr. Richardson: I am asking for clarification. 

Dr. L. P. Mathur: If Mr. Richardson is questioning 
the ruling which has been given by the Vice-Chancellor. .°. 

Vice-Chancellor : He is making a submission. 

Mr. Richardson ; I am asking for clarification, whether 
the Executive Council have power to make rules. 
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Vice-Chancellor . The position now is that the way in 
which this resolution is worded, if I may say so without 
any disrespect, is entirely vague. I understood, while 
giving my ruling, that Dr. Singh by this resolution is 
encroaching on what is the privilege and the function of 
the Executive Council which has these powers. I am not 
clear up to now what is the real purpose of this reso- 
lution. If Dr. Singh desires to criticise the actions of 
the Executive Council by the resolution, if that is so, he 
cannot do it. His wording is so vague that I cannot quite 
understand what its object is. I am also pointing out 
that it can only be a recommendation to the Executive 
Council. 

Mr. Shiromani: What does the mover mean "by 
eliminating the said practices” ? 

Dr. K. C. Mehta : The mover has left out some very 
important words. He wants to eliminate the appointment 
of examiners. 

Dr. R. K. Singh : I said “to eliminate undesirable 
practices, if any”. 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad : Those words are not here. 

Dr. K. C. Mehta: Those words are notin the resolu- 
tion before us. The mover should have taken the per- 
mission of the chair to make any addition that he wants 
to make in the wording of the resolution. 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad: This looks an extraordinary 
procedure. I rise to a point of order. You gave a ruling 
and now discussion is taking place on the ruling of the 
Vice-Chancellor. 

Vice-Chancellor : The point is this, that I gave a rul- : 
ing on a certain point raised by you. Mr. Richardson 
has pointed out that it is not the object of the mover to 
criticise the action of the Executive Council. I want 
to hear from the mover, since the resolution is so 
vague, what the real purpose is. Have I misunderstood 
the wording of the resolution? I, therefore, want to find 
out his object. 

Dr. Ishwari Prasad: We are to be guided by the 
-words contained in the resolution, 
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Dr. L. P. Mathur: Is it open to the mover to define 
us object, or are we going to consider the resolution as it 
has been placed before us and as it has been moved? if 
the object of the mover is entirely different from the 
wordings of his lesolution, then 1 submit that we have to 
go by the wordings of the resolution. Will it be permissi- 
ble to make a change in the wordings of the resolution 
which is before the house? 

Vice-Chancellor: I have given my ruling that I will 
permit the resolution to be moved if it says, ‘This house 
recommends to the Executive Council. That is not open 
to discussion. I merely wanted to know whether he 
accepts my suggestion. 

Dr. IP K. Singh . I am very grateful for the sugges- 
tion. My idea was that the Senate was not taking into its 
hands the appointment of examiners but just making 
suggestions to the Executive Council. 1 thought that as the 
supreme body of the University, the right to make sugges- 
tions is inherent in the Senate, but if you don’t permit 
that, I would like this to be dropped rather than recom- 
mend it to the Executive Council for consideration. 

Vice-Chancellor : You will be in order if you add 
these words, “This house recommends to the Executive 
Council”, If you don’t accept it, you will have to with- 
draw, or I shall have to disallow it 

Dr. R. K. Singh: I don’t want to move it. 

Dr. Hafiz Syed : Has the Executive Council laid down 
any rules for the appointment of examiners and tabulators 
or not? Or is it left to the sweet will and to the complete 
discretion of the Executive Council to appoint anybody it 
likes, or are there any rules in order to guide it ? 

Vice-Chancellor : So far as the appointments of exa- 
miners are concerned, there are statutes. The Executive 
Council has to abide by these rules. So far as the appoint- 
ments of tabulators are concerned, there are regulations. 
That is the position. I do not know what other benefi- 
ciaries there are. 

Dr. Hafiz Syed : We have come across certain cases 
in which the committee of courses has made certain re- 
commendations and yet the Executive Council has elimi- 
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nated such persons as have been recommended by the 
committee of courses. There are a -number of cases of 
distinguished people who have been eliminated and men 
of lesser qualifications have been brought in. As a 
public man I cannot ignore all these facts. Therefore, I 
beg of you and your worthy successor to Lake this ques- 
tion in hand and to revise the method of appointing 
examiners. 

Vice-Chancellor: I pointed out to my friend a reason- 
able course, namely that if this resolution went as a re- 
commendation a review of the method in which tabulators 
or examiners or beneficiaries so-called are appointed could 
be made. My friend could have moved that resolution as 
a recommendation. But he does not choose to do so. Now 
I have no other alternative, for I cannot allow I cannot 
allow the resolution to be moved as it stands I can point 
out this, that so far as I have known, the Executive 
Council has, except in very rare cases, where the scrutiny 
committee has pointed out certain reasons for which a re- 
commendation made by the Board of Studies is unaccept- 
able, accepted it and that has been my endeavour all along. 
There might have been certain cases where, for other 
reasons an alternative choice has been made I am sure 
that my successor has heard what my learned friend lias 
said. I am sure that he would bear in mind what you have 
said. This is not the subject which is under discussion. 

A member: I would like you to inform us about the 
elections. Some people are going away. 

Vice-Chancellor : So far as the election of the Vice- 
Chancellor is concerned, I have great pleasure in announc- 
ing that Dr. Narayan Prasad Asthana has been elected by a 
very large majority. (Applause ) So far as the Board 
of High School and Intermediate Education, Rajputana, 
Central India and Gwalior is concerned, the following 
persons have been elected: 

Dr. L P. Mathur, Mr. C. Mahajan, Mr. L. C. 
Tandon, Mr. S. P. Saksena, Mr. D P. Bhattacharya, 
Principal P. D. Gupta. 

Before I sit down I am sure I will be voicing the 
sentiments of you all in congratulating Dr. Asthana, 
our learned and esteemed friend, on his election to the 
office of the Vice-Chancellor of this University. I 
congratulate him on your behalf and also on my own be- 
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half, I do not think that Dr. Asthana needs any introduc- 
tion to any of you. Not only is he a prominent public 
man of this province and has held a high public office, but 
he is belter known to us as a former Vice-Chancellor, 
esteemed and valued by all his colleagues, who brings to 
his office and will bring to the University, a very ripe 
judgment, a very balanced mind and very enlightened and 
progressive views on education and other public matters. 
I consider that the University is very fortunate in having 
once again his guidance of affairs and I am sure that you 
all wLh him a very successful and happy term of office, 
health and strength and at the same time we can also as- 
sure lmn that he can rely on your support in all the work 
of the University. In accordance with our practice I 
would like that Dr. Asthana would come up to the dais 
and take his seat with me. 

Dr. Asthana then came up and took his seat on the 
dais amidst cheers. 

Dr. Hafiz Syed : It is my great pleasure and privilege 
to offer Dr. Asthana cordial felicitations on his election as 
the Vice-Chancellor of the Agra University. I have had 
the honour of knowing him for last 40 years. 1 have come 
into close touch with all his social aud political activities 
in the intellectual centre of Allahabad and can speak with 
confidence that Dr. Asthana, as the outgoing Vice-Chan- 
cellor has remarked, will bring with him ripe judgment. 
He has crossed the usual age of three score years and ten. 
He is now 74 years of age. In certain quarters it is said 
that a gentleman of his age may be unfit for the task 
which he has accepted to assume. But I for one, quoting 
a Persian saying, would like you to believe that he is 
the right man in the right place- 

‘‘Hakim 0 Hakim 0 Iiammam Kuhma mi baid” 

1 think an administrator should have ripe judgment 
and according to Indian ideals, the older he is the better 
he is for the administration; because- he brings with him 
wisdom of age and experience 

I should like to rejoice at the idea that we have 
.found in him a gentleman who enjoys the confidence of 
the present ministry. We all know that only recently He 
laid down the .office of, ffie Advocate-General of ' the 
United Provinces Gdveriiment. In the first Congress 
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Government as well as the present one he has had very 
good relations with the ministry. A couple of hours ago 
nyy learned" fnend. Dr.' Ishuan Prasad, said that the 
finances of this University needed attention and help 
from the Government. 1 cm as&uie you, gentlemen, 
that our Vice-Chancellor will do Ins best to persuade the 
^present Congress Ministry to increase the grant of Agra 
University and bring better results. 

• Another thing which strikes me is this, that 
Dr. Asthana enjoys the confidence not only of the 
'Government, but of all the communities in the U. P. He 
has loyal friends in every community. He is a person 
who believes in tolerance, lives it and is tolerant of 
different views. Even if he is opposed by a companion 
he would not misrepresent him He has a wide and 
a loving heart. He is not at all clannish or communal 
in' outlook. He has reached an advanced age and ac- 
cording to the Hindu ideals, I hope he still believes 
in them. At this advanced age an average Hindu is 
supposed to retire from active life. At this advanced 
age an ideal Hindu gentleman is supposed to enter the 
4th stage of life, when he becomes a Sannyasi. The whole 
Varnashrama system is gone, but still the ideal remains 
We expect that you will always bear in mind the fact 
that you are a Sanny'asi now You have been offering 
everything to us and not taking anything from us. I hat 
is the ideal of a Sannyasi Therefore, we expect that 
you will devote all your time and consecrate all 
your energy to the work of the Agra University If I 
were you, with all that you have attained. I would 
settle down in the city of my birth and give all my 
time to the betterment jand advancement of the Agra 
University. 

Lastly, you all know that he is a distinguished law- 
yer. All his life he has studied law and pleaded the cause 
of people who have been unfairly and unjustly treated. 
He has a judicious and judicial mind. I hope with all 
this equipment our newly elected V ice-Chancellor will try 
his utmost to remove all the defects that this University 
possesses. Lastly, I pray to God that he will give him 
wisdom enough to rise above sectarian and party poli- 
tics, in fact try to remove all these distinctions and raise 
the standard of the University to a high level. Once 
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more I offer him my respectful congratulations on his 
election. 

1 Dr. Sampat Ram Chaturvedi : I wholeheartedly 
associate myself with what Dr. Hafiz Syed has said 
about the new Vice-Chancellor, whom we have elected 
this afternoon. Dr. Chatterjee has been the Vice-Chancel- 
lor of this University for the last six years. He has 
steered the ship of the University successfully. The 
jurisdiction of the Agra University unfortunately or 
fortunately extends In a great distance like the Calcutta 
University of old Dr Chatterjee has not only steered 
the ship of the University successfully, but he has 
brought to bear his personality on all the impor- 
tant and intricate problems of the University. A 
number of things he has left for his successor, the status 
and the conditions of service of teachers and many other 
allied problems. In addition to these things our new 
Vice-Chancellor will be confronted with two more in- 
tricate problems. One is teaching in the University in 
the country’s languages and the second the question of the 
three years’ degree course. I hope both problems will be 
successfully decided and worked up by the new Vice- 
Chancellor. We are very glad that in the shoes of 
Dr. Chatterjee we have elected an eminent lawyer and an 
eminent educationist. Dr. Narayan Prasad Asthana 
graduated in the year 1893 and I may for the satisfaction 
of Dr Singh say that in the Allahabad University this 
privilege he had and he was allowed to appear for the 
M A. degree in one year only. Dr. Asthana belongs to 
Agra and I congratulate him on his election. He has- 
already acted as Vice-Chancellor for three years and I 
hope that his term will be known for many successful 
reforms in this University. 

> Dr. Ishwari Prasad : As one of the oldest members 
of this house I think it is my duty to pay my humble 
tribute to the retiring Vice-Chancellor. Apart from 
personal friendship which is in itself a compelling 
motive, there are considerations of a public nature which 
have prompted me to make a few observations. The 
appraisement of the work of a man occupying a high public 
office at the time of his retirement is a duty enjoined on 
colleagues and is intended to serve both as encourage- 
ment and a warning to others who follow him. 
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You have been at the head of this University now 
for six years. You did not come as a stranger to us. 
You had been a member of various bodies in 
this University. You were a member of the Executive 
Council and 30U had acquired considerable experience of 
academic business. You have worthily upheld the trust 
which was reposed in 3011 by the Executive Council and 
the Senate during the last six years Although 
we have passed through great vicissitudes you have 
steered the ship of the University like a seasoned mari- 
ner with success. Now the work of the Vice-Chancellor 
particularly in this University falls under three heads. 
He has to preside over our meetings. He has to adjust 
the conflicting interests between the various colleges 
and lastly, he has to look after the advancement of learn- 
ing and the promotion of research in the University. Ia 
all these three spheres of activity these six years have 
been highly fruitful You have presided over many of 
our meetings and I must bear testimony to your courtesy, 
consideration, accommodation, tolerance and to the pro- 
mptness, and correctness with which you have given your 
rulings on various occasions. You have always allowed 
the senior and the junior to express his point of view 
and however inconvenient you have always dealt with 
thorny or controversial questions with a flexibility of 
humour which has never failed you. You have always 
tried to hold the scales even between the colleges. The 
various colleges have their problems. These have come 
up before 30U. from time to time and on every occasion 
in the Executive Council jou have tried to be fair 
to every one of them big or small. Your attitude has 
been one of fairness. You have always assisted in the 
spread of higher education and even a small college in a 
neighbouring grain market lias received its infant nurture 
at } our kindly hands. 

. You have by your example and by your devotion 
tried to show that research and learning are important to 
a university and you have taken steps to foster them. The 
University has made considerable progress during these 
six years.- I.sball not traverse the ground which was, 
covered iby yot! in 3 our opening speech During 3 our 
tenure-of office the status of lecturers and teachers has 
been improied. A handsome grant has been made for 
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the library and our reserve fund stands at the figure of 
Rs. 75,000, although that is not enough, as yoti have 
pointed out on several occasions. There are other things 
that have been done. In several respects there has been 
improvement. All this has been due in a large measure 
to your personal qualities. Your natural courtesy, your 
amiability of temper, your vast experience, your powers 
of speech. All these have made a profound impression 
upon those who have come into contact with you. I 
hope when you are away from this University you will 
always continue to take an abiding interest in its welfare 
and will try to promote its interests wherever you are. 

These are days of difficulty we are living in stormy 
times You have referred in your speech to the fact that 
discipline has been undermined in educational institu- 
tions. I shall not enter into the causes that have led to 
this unfortunate result. The school master today is 
powerless to deal with the situation. He brandishes his 
cane in the air with furious indignation but his con- 
science makes a coward of him and the native hue of re 1 - 
solutionis sicklied' over with the pale cast of thought. 
That is the helpless position in which teachers of the 
University find themselves to 'ay. In these trying times 
during these six years the University has passed through 
great crisis. You have dealt with the question of dis- 
cipline in a tactful manner. You have never harmed 
the interests of the students and still you have suc- 
ceeded in maintaining discipline. At the end, I shall ex- 
press a wish characteristic of a Brahman: may you live-' 
long to exceed the biblical span of three score and ten 1 
and enjoy health and vig6ur so that you may continue 
to take interest in the affairs of this University ! > 

I offer my hearty congratulations to the Vice- 
Chancellor who has been elected today. My association, 
with him goes back to a very remote time. I was a 
student of the 5th class when he wais a practising lawyer 
in the local courts Fdr years together we have taken 
morning walks in the Alfred Park K in Allahabad' ex- 
changing notes on many different’ subjects. He is a 
learned man,, he' is known as' a Munshi everywhere and 
Munshi means a learned man. 1 Indeed fie- is one Of the 
njqs't learned lawyers of' the Hi^h Court, enlightened, 
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dignified and unassuming. Whoever may fail or falter, 
Dr. Asthana will never have recourse to intrigue in order 
to advance his position. I am sure he will continue to 
work in this University with supreme devotion and dis- 
interestedness, He was Vice-Chancellor for one term. 

I am glad the Senate has again renewed its confidence by 
electing him again. Under his guidance I have no doubt 
the high traditions which his predecessors have establi- 
shed will be fully maintained. 

, Dr. Brijendra Swarup : I rise, sir, to associate my- 
self with all that has been said on the floor of this house 
in appreciation of your services to the University. Sir, 
you were elected to this high office in the year 1940 when 
Dr. Basu vacated it. I venture to say that no better 
choice could have been made of a successor to your dis- 
tinguished and able predecessor who had left a striking 
impress of his individuality upon the administration and 
the working of the affairs of this University. I think I 
am voicing the feelings of all my colleagues here in say- 
ing that you discharged your onerous and responsible 
duties and exercised your important and delicate func- 
tions with great- tact, ability and sobriety of judgment. 
During your tenure of office the University has developed 
in various directions and your services in certain matters 
concerning the well-being of the University will always 
be remembered with feelings of admiration and gratitude. 
During your time two new faculties, namely, the Faculty 
of Medicine' and the Faculty of Engineering, have been 
established and considerable progress has also been made 
towards the establishment of the Faculty of Oriental 
Learning It gives us great pleasure to find fro n your 
report that this important Faculty will also come into 
being within a short time.'* In this world of imperfection, > 
it is idle to expect that any human being or any human., 
institution can attain perfection and so it will not be 
surprising if, in certain matters connected with the 
University, cardinal mistakes may have been committed 
in the eye of a section of this house. But, on the whole, I 
can confidently say that you have filled this high office 
with great distinction and dignity. 

I also take this opportunity to offer my cordial’ -and 
respectful congratulation to Dr. Nafayan Prasad Asthana 
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on his election as Vice-Chancellor of this University for 
the second time. 


It appears to me that the mental vigour and -youth- 
fulness of Dr. Asthana is not under the domain of the 
time and it is a source of happiness to all his friends 
that even at this advanced age his capacity for hard work 
remains unimpaired. I have no doubt in mv mind that 
the high traditions which were created in your time and 
in the time of your predecessors in office will be 
maintained at a high level -during the tenure of office of 
Dr. Asthana.

SlfaffltV f ♦i C * ar TT a - lth °“ gh Ihave been in touc h with 
rnnnlo T °fi tbis ^versity as a member of its Executive 
Council, I find that matters have gone to a very far 

octent so far as the work in the University is concerned! 
When I took over charge in 1928, there were about eight 
or ten colleges affiliated to this Universitj. Now there 
are about 36 colleges and 18 new applications are pending 
The question of the three years’ degree course is coming 
in and it may be that every town in the United Provinces 
may have a degree college and I do not see why it should 
not have. (Hear, hear.) That will show to jou the 
tremendous amount of work that falls upon this Uni- 
versity. The number of examinees will increase by leans 
a nd bound s , although it would also increase the income 
?L tbe University. There is a corresponding responsi- 
bility^ of maintaining standards -for right courses and 
examinations and for their extension. AH these are very 
responsible duties and it may be that I may be able to 
perform them to your satisfaction.

was due to his arduous labours that the idea of having a 
University library and having a building of its own and 
its usefulness was ever brought more prominently before 
the Executive Council and the Senate.

(Applause.) 

Vice-Chancellor: I would just like to say a word of 
heartfelt thanks for all the kind wtfrds that you have said 
about me and about my poor services to this University, 
I particularly value the cordial way in which my old 
friend. Dr. Ishwari Prasad, has referred to my term of 
office. I am also grateful that so respected and so old a 
member of the Executive Council as the Dean of the 
Faculty of Law should have been good enough to refer in 
such cordial terms to my services to the University. My 
thanks are due to Dr. Mathur, my friend and colleague, 
and to you, sir, for the great kindness with which you 
referred to me. I can only say that whereas I have your 
fullest confidence, no better choice could have been made 
of my successor that you have made. I know that the 
University will enhance its reputation, that it would grow 
from strength to strength and be fitted under your 
guidance to render more efficient service and that even- 
handed justice will flow from your hands. In my re- 
tirement I shall look upon my term of office of six years 
and before that another nine years’ membership of the 
Executive Council with the happiest memory, for I feel 
that these have been the most fruitful years of my pro- 
fessional career and I have foimed here friendships and 
contacts which I shall greatly value. After all those who 
are bearing any public office are in a sense like ships that 
pass by at night. They uome and they go. The fact still 
remains that while things like official contacts pass away, 

I hope I have made friends whose friendship will abide. 
It will be a source of great comfort to me and of great 
happiness to realise that I have left friends here in this 
University whom I shall ever remember. I do not know 
what I can do in my retirement to materially help this 
University, but I can assure my friends that my interest 
will be abiding. I shall always look back with great 
happiness to the years I have spent here. I thank you 
very much indeed. (Applause.)

.1 regard this University dress as utterly meaningless 
feminding one of the medeaval times, a clerical habit and 
the last vestige of slavery. It is absolutely not significant 
unless you want black colour to indicate the bleak and 
sombre future of the graduate who wears that gown. 
Till a nationalacaderaic dress is prescribed I suggest that 
the dress mentioned in this resolution be permitted. We 
may appoint a committee to devise an academic dress 
suitable for our country and consistent with our tradi- 
tions and culture. We might then adopt that particular 
dress. Women candidates I did not mention here because 
the more colourful their saris, the more charming and in- 
teresting function it would be. 


Dr. L. P. Mathur : The resolution as it stands is 
unworkable. In this University year after year we have 
quite a large number of women graduates. Surely you 
don’t expect them to appear in achkans and pyjamas. The 
mover should have suggested suitable dresses for men and 
women candidates. 


A member : I quite appreciate the idea of making 
academic dress national. But I have been attending con- 
vocations for so many years and I think that particular 
dress gives a grace to the occasion. If we put on achkans 
and pyjamas the position would be different. 1 know there- 
has been nationalisation of dress and so many other 
things I don’t object to any particular dress, but there 
should be uniformity for all candidates coming for dip- 
lomas. There would be difficulty in different dresses for 
Bi A ’s, M. A.’s, LL. B.’s and so on. So I think that this 
resolution may be referred to some committee or this 
may be re-considered. 

Dr. N. P. Asthana took the chair. 

' Dr. Ishwari Prasad: This is a matter governed by 
Statutes. I will suggest to Mr, Krishna Rao to g w d ft. to 
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the Executive Council. The Executive Council will con- 
sider the whole question. 

Mr. M. R. V. Krishna Rao: I am agreeable to the 
suggestion. 

The amendment was agreed to. 

(2) Mr. M. R. V. Krishna Rao moved — 

Resolved that a note be added to Statute 21 of the University 
regulations under Chapter XXIX— A (Examinations— 
General) reading as follows: — 

“This Statute shall not apply to candidates 
wishing to appear under provisions of 
Statute 12, Chapter XXX (Examinations, 
Faculty of Arts), and Statute 11, Chapter 
XXXI( Examinations, — Faculty of Science) 
of the University legulations.” 

The purpose of this resolution is that the University 
permits M. A.’s and M Sc.’s to appear in certain papers, 
if they wish to offer those that they had not offered when 
they first appeared for the examination But there is again 
another statute which says that those candidates will not 
be allowed to appear in papers that are not regularly 
taught in the affiliated colleges, which means that if a 
particular candidate wants to appear in a supplementary 
paper which is not taught in an affiliated college, he has no 
chance for appearing for that paper even though that 
paper is provided for in the syllabus. There have been 
such cases. Supposing a college wants to start a new 
subject, you have to recruit new men. This resolution 
is to enable those who want to appear for papers pro- 
vided for in the syllabus o’f the Faculties. 

Dr. K. C. Mehta: It will be absolutely essential that 
a candidate shall have to intimate to the Univers ity at 
least one year before, because the examined has got to be 
appointed for all those papers which are regularly taught 
in one or other of the affiliated colleges. Private earn 
didates have to send their application forms in the month 
of October. So it will be .impracticable for the Univer- 
sity to cope with it not knowing which are the papers Jhat 
some of the candidates are going to take. 
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Mr M. R. V Krishna Rao: There is very great 
difficulty on the part of many candidates who appear. If 
you wish that one year’s notice be given I am absolutely 
agreeable to that suggestion. 

Dr. K. C. Mehta • The matter may be referred to the 
Executive Council. 

It was agreed to

The Bhore Committee has recommended that this 
country would want nearly 10000 doctors very shortly 
and the existing number of Medical Colleges in this 
country are not at all adequate. Consequently even 
though there is provision for the Licentiates to study for 
the M. B., B. S. degree it is incumbent upon them to go 
to college and study regularly. I am not prepared to 
lower the standard of degrees of Public Health and 
Medicine in this country. But I am sure the Faculty of 
Medicine can examine certain hospitals and grant per- 
mission for those Licentiates working in those hospitals 
that after a prescribed period of clinical work in those 
hospitals they may appear for the various examinations 
of the M B , B. S it is only a recommendation to the 
Faculty of Medicine. My intention is merely to take 
away that mark of inferiority on the L M P/s. Even 
though a licentiate may be much more clever than a 
graduate he is helpless. In this country people are much 
more impressed by degrees. For an L. M. P. they think 
that a fee of Rs 2 is ample and they would be ready to 
pay Rs. 5 to an M. B , B. S Even though an L. M. P. 
may be very competent he has for the rest of his life to 
be content with a very small salary, and low fees 

Dr. G.N. Vyas: My friend forgot to mention that the 
Bhore Committee have dealt with this problem, but they 
have not recommended conferring a degree on an L.M.P. 
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without further course of University training. The 
pioposal is inheienth unbound and impracticable. This 
is hardly the time to den onstraie its inadvisability. As 
the proposal is to be referred to the Medical Faculty. 

I can have possibly no objection to getting a more consi- 
dered opinion on it .

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27. Mr Kashi Prasad moved — 

That the following new statute be passed : — 

“The minimum grades for the teachers in the affiliated colleges 
shall be as follows. — 

Professors .... 340—25—750 

Assistant Professors .... 200—25—650 

Sir, three questions arise in this connection, which 
are: — 1. What is the necessity and justification for in- 
troducing the proposed new statute? 

2. What different classes of teachers are needed in 
the Colleges and what should be their appropriate desig- 
nations? 

3. What should be the equitable scale of their 
salaries ? 

I shall try to answer these questions one by one. 
Let me take up the first. You will be surprised to learn 
that although the Agra University has been in existence 
now for the last 20 years, yet there is so far neither 
a statute nor a regulation laying down the grades of the 
teachers of the affiliated colleges. All other universities, 
I am given to understand, have statutes or regulations 
governing the grades of their teachers. The only thing 
done by our University in this connection is that the Exe- 
cutive Council has passed resolutions fixing the grades of 
the different classes of teachers. These resolutions of 
the Executive Council ha\e no binding force upon the 
colleges directly and as such are of an advisory nature. 
The last resolution of the Executive Council on this 
subject, passed on 28th April, "1943, fixes the following 
scale of salaries for the teachers in the affiliated colleges: 

Professors and Heads of Departments of Post-gra- 
duate classes. Rs. 300-20-500 

„ ,, „ Degree classes 250-15-400 

Lecturers „ „ „ Rs. 200-10-300 

Junior Lecturers „ „ Rs. 150-10-250 

The older Colleges have not adopted these scales, 
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Indirectly this resolution of the Executive Council 
is a sort of i ecommendation to the Board of Inspection 
to recommend affiliation of new colleges and of old 
colleges for new subjects on the condition that they give 
the grades laid down by the Executive Council. The 
recommendation of the Executive Council has not been 
adhered to even by the Boaid of Inspection in many 
cases nor by the Fxecutive Council itself. 

In a very recent case affiliation was given without 
insisting on the grades fixed by the Executive Council. 
There may be many other such cases, which I have not 
tried to find out, as only one example is enough to show 
that the resolution of the Executive Council is not strict- 
ly followed and is not binding even on itself. 

An awkward result of this has been that in all the 
new colleges the scales of the salaries of the teachers are 
higher because affiliation was granted to them on the 
condition that they gave higher grades fixed by the Exe- 
cutive Council, while in most of the old colleges the 
grades are lower because they got affiliation long before 
the Executive Council’s resolution fixing new grades 
was passed. Young men who were merely Intermediate 
class teachers formerly, on their college being raised to 
the degree standard, became Professors and Lecturers 
getting a higher grade than old aijcl experienced teachers 
in the old colleges. Many of the 'Professors of the new 
colleges are the pupils of the Lecturers of the older 
one. This is, as you will probably all agree, very un- 
fair to the old colleges and naturally produces great dis- 
satisfaction among their teachers. Taking an example 
nearer home, the grades Of the teachers are higher in the 
young B. R. College than in the Agra College or St. 
John’s in spite of the fact that there are post-graduate 
classes in these colleges, while in the B R. College, in a 
majority of cases, there are not. The Persian, Urdu, 
Sanskrit and Hindi Professors’ grade in Agra College is 
Rs. 210-10-300, while in B. R. College it is 250-15-450. 
All this confusion and dissatisfaction among teachers is 
due to the fact that there is no statute fixing the grades 
of various classes of teachers and so the sooner this sta- 
tute is passed the better. 

I come now to the second question, viz. what should 
be the different classes of teachers in the affiliated colleges 
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ancl_what should be the appropriate designations for them? 
In -answering, this question i shall begin by telling you 
that for the last 20 years, there have been three reeognis- 
ed classes of teachers in these colleges: ( 1 )Professors(2) 
Asst. Professors cur Lecturers (3) Demonstrators, Tutors 
or Junior Lecturers. The resolution of the Executive 
Council m connection with the scales of' salaries has aLo 
recognised these three classes of teachers. In theory these 

£5”“ d ff eS ° f T ead,erS r ;aie opposed to do different 
kinds of work 1 he Junior Lecturers are intended for v\ork 
ip the Intermediate classes, and demonstration work in 
the degree classes. The Lecturers are meant for teaching 
degiee'and post-graduate classes and the Professors for 
doing the same work as is done by Lecturers plus the 
adnunistiation of the departments, on which account they 
are also known as heads of departments. In practice 
however, the Junior Lecturers deliver lectures to the de- 
gree and post-graduate classes also and in some cases 
their work with these classes is equal to or even exceeds' 
that of the Professor. In one instance a junior Lectu- 
rer in <l college is doing 9 periods with the post-graduate 
elasses while the head of the -department only 3 periods 
Many othe* such cases' can be found by perusing the Uni- 
Vfersity returns. So in m-y opinion there is no 'justification 
for having two kinds, of lecturers in- the colleges when 
they -are all -doing the same - kind and -quality of work 
and\ vvhem 'heir qualifications- are , almost- thd' same -t 
admit that there- may hate been some justifrcation'for 
keeping Junior Lectin ers on account of the existence of 
the Jnteimechate classes in these colleges but as is well 
known to- jou. -the Intermediate -classes" are going *0 be 
abolished soon, even from the next academic year in view 
of the statement of the Honourable Minister for Edu- 

ffeTeachm' Tn lhe^nffir' 0 ? if 6 Intern;ediat e classes, 

the teachers in iht afhhated colleges will be required 

to each the t mvcrsity classes only and all the teachers 
will be engaged in doing the same tjpe and rjuali y of 
work both theoretically and piadically. So it is hieh 
time in my opinion, with which I suppose you will 111 
agree, that all the teachers uerc pliced ifthe sItS 
cadre. But as one man in each department will be re- 
quired to manage and supervise the work of the rest and 
is supposed to do more work in the highest class, his cad” e 
may be separated from that of the other teachers In 
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fact my experience during these long years has been that 
a major part of the administration of the department is 
entiusttd to the juniors by the heads of departments. 
But a separate designation and higher status may be 
given to them as theoretically they are supposed to do: 
administration work and in any case the responsibility 
is tiieiis. It is on this account that they may be called 
Professors and heads of departments while other tea- 
chers should be designated Assistant Professors as this, 
term is more dignified arid' appropriate. In Colleges all 
the teachers, whether Processors - or Lecturers, are feetu-- 
rdrs in the sense that they deliver lectures. So this is 
tire functional name of all the teachers in the college^ahd 
as such it should not be the designation of the Assistant- 
Professors. : *’ " . 

Sir, riiy reply to the third question, i. e. what shoultl- 
be the equitable scale of salaries for the different classes 
of teachers, is contained ’in the statute itself,, that is to 
say, the Professors’ grade should be Rs. 300-25-750 and 
that of the. Assistant Professors Rs. 200-25*650. 

In the first instance the .scale of salaries given to 
various classes of teachers fin the affiliated colleges is very 
loyv as compared with the scales existing in .the other 
universities. ‘ While, the maximum of the. Professors’" and' 
lecturers’ grade's ;ih -the other ,' uiiiversj tie's is KsC’.^OOO/-^ 
arid 40(1/* 500/-, the cpi responding fh ax i ilium grade m, 

the affiliated colleges of the Agra University is 400-500 
and 200-300. In oilier .words it is practically half pf or 
even less than what it is in the otlicr Universities. I do 
not understand, the leason which prompted the Executive 
Courted of this UniveiSity to fix. such low scales. ' Was 
it the intention to give a lower type of education to the 
Students leading in the colleges under this University? 
When the teacheis, in both, are teaching .the same classes, 
when the same qualifications are requited .for, their 
appointment, Iheiewasno earthly reason to give lower 
scales of salaiies to the teachers of the colleges affiliated 
to this University 

One result of this policy lias been that the best people 
are not atliacted by these colleges and if they urifoitrina- 
tely conic to them, as they cannot help it sometimes, 
they lcpiain discontented, — a fact, which .'ultimately 
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breeds inefficiency This is not a healthy state of affairs 
and certainly not fair to the students who pay deaily the 
same fees as in the other universities For the same 
price they do not get the same quality of service at the 
two places. 

This policy of giving an indifferent type of education 
byr low paid and discontented teachers was good from the 
point of view of the buieaucratic Government as their 
intention in giving college education was to manufacture 
clerks and low paid officers Now that we are on the 
threshold of freedom and popular governments are at 
the helm of affairs, we require educated people of a diffe- 
rent stamp — people really educated, w'ho should make a 
mark in international spheres, and who will bring a name 
and fame to the country. Such education requires well 
patd and contented teachers. 

Moreover, Gentlemen, these grades were fixed by the 
Executive Council early in 1943. The proposal must 
have started a year earlier, that is to sav, in 1942. But 
Gentlemen, 1946 is not 1942 In 1942 the prices had 
just started on their upward trend. During the last four 
or five years there has taken place an enormous rise in 
the general level of prices. The prices of goods consum- 
ed by the teachers are four times higher than what they 
were before. Consequently there has taken place a 
corresponding rise in the cost of living On this basis 
the salaries of the teachers should be four times of what 
they were before. But considering that teaching is not 
a trade but a profession, rather a mission I do not want 
to pitch the demand very high, or in proportion to the 
rise in the cost of living Sir, we should be satisfied if 
we get a minimum wage appropriate for teachers in the 
colleges Our salaries must be adequate to maintain the 
dignity of the piofession, to have a decent standard of 
living, to have bare amenities and facilities of life essen- 
tial for a brain worker. Gentlemen, the condition of 
the teachers at the present time is very pitiable indeed 
Their standard of living has gone down a great deal 
Financial worries weigh upon their minds So it is no 
wonder that most of the teachers find their energies 
prematurely declining, their enthusiasm waning, and 
their joy of life vanishing. Such mental and physical 
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condition as this is bound sooner or later to affect our 
efficiency of work which in spite of the odds against u$ 
we have been trying to maintain at the highest level 
possible. I appeal, therefore, that my proposal should 
be incorporated in the University statutes at an early 
date. 

The Vice-Chancellor, Dr, J. C. Chatterjee took the chair , 

Vice-Chancellor: A statute cannot be passed here. 
The only course is that this statute be recommended to 
the Executive Council. 

The mover agreed to the suggestion. 

28. Dr. Jai Pal Singh moved : — 

(1) Resolved that on page 179 of the University Calendar 

1945-46, paragraph (c) be deleted, 

(2) Resolved that ^in paragraph (d) the following words be 

inserted after the words “ _ three years standing” 

and before “who”: — 

“M.A. or M.Sc. of one year standing and Doctor”. 

My resolution is very very innocent. I may just 
remind the house that this came into existence because 
the Agra University is a child of Allahabad University and 
the graduates of Allahabad University were given place 
among the registered graduates at that time. Since we 
have lived a long life of 20 years this clause is absolutely 
redundant. 

It was resolved that the proposals be refeired to the 
Executive Council. 

Vice-Chancellor: I am replying to a letter which I 
have received from Mr. G. N. Slnroipani, because he is a 
member of the Senate. The reasons why I was forced to 
postpone the Convocation are briefly these. YVe had in 
April 1946 long before the date of the Convocation decid- 
ed that as the number of graduates in the Agra University 
is about 3,600 and was unwieldy and in the absence of an 
adequate Convocation Hall, it was not possible to hold a 
Convocation on that large scale and maintain the dignitv 
and decorum demanded on such a scale, we might follow 
the example of the Punjab and certain other affiliating 
universities and only have persons taking the Doctorate 
and the Master’s degrees present at the Convocation here 
and authorise all colleges to hold their own Convocations 
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separately.- I want to make it quite clear to you, gentle- 
rWetv tliat it was notun any, sense an act of resentment or 
of retaliation for the unfortunate incident which happened 
at the last Convocation. In fact the speaker at the last 
kGfuoeation, Sir Maurice >Gwyer r Wrote to us that he did 
not want any serious view be taken of what he ,con- 
sidered the exuberance of -spirit on. the part q£ "some 
students. We did hot, ‘ therefore, in any 'sens£ rfteah it as 
any act of retaliation. But we felt cthat it was thfe best 
way df •, conducting Convocaiions in a university -like this’. 
We also had iti view the fact that persons coming from" 
distant places like Indore or B.ikaner had to meet a 
great deal of expenditure and apart fiom that they found 
the greatest difficulty in finding accommodation in a crowd- 
ed city like Agra and we felt that they would be better 
served if they had ‘ their degrees conferred on them in 
.separate Convocations in. their own colleges. That is the 
practice adopted by more than one university of the affi- 
liating type. That is the decision which X would like to 
brijig to your notice. That decision was taken so early as 
April. , • .• 


It is only' a short. while ago that I invited the Minister 
bf Education to deliver the Convocation address. I thought 
it would be 1 better if we had a public man of his eminence. 
He kindly agreed. I changed the date of the Convocation 
so that it may not conflict with the meetings of the Na- 
tional Congress in Meerut, It appeared that certain unhappy 
developments took place in ‘Agra. As a result the t on voca- 
tion Committee was formed of the local Principals and cer- 
tain other local members of the Executive Council and they 
reported to : me that within the last month a'section of stu- 
dents had tak6n up a very unfortunate attitude. They want- 
ed todorCe us to hold a Convocation where degrees would 
be conferred -on all graduates and not merely the Master’s 
degrees and the Doctorate I was prepared to concede 
th.a.t all persons who took the Bachelor’s degrees should be 
admitted to the Convocation and I had requested certain 
Principal-, ’here to lend their hall. I was even prepared to 
erect- a Shamiana large enough so that they might be able 
tq'h'ear the Hon’ble Minister's address. But the students- 
tiirQugh handbills, and posters and leaflets kept on saying 
fhat thfr^‘wquld not accept that. They demanded that the- 
decrees- of Bachelors should be conferred here The prjh- 
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cipals of colleges tried to reason with students, but they 
threatened to hold very unfortunate demonstrations at the 
time of the Convocation. 

The Convocation was so near that even if the Execu- 
tive Council decided to reverse the old decision which 
would have been unfortunate because discipline to 
some extent has to be maintained, it would have been 
impracticable for it would have been impossible to 
inform all the colleges outside that the Bachelor’s degrees 
would be conferred here. If we had decided that only the 
Agra students should receive their degrees here, it would 
have been most unjustifiable discrimination It is not 
fair to confer degrees on Agra students and not on stu- 
dents of the other colleges. At all events, the local com- 
mittee here were most emphatic that to hold this Convoca- 
tion at this time might lead to ugly demonstrations and 
we did not wish to expose our honoured speaker whom we 
invited and other guests to any kind of demonstrations 
which had impaired the dignity of the University last year 
and this there was no other alternative but to postpone the 
Convocation. But anyway I did not do so without first 
writing to the Hon’ble Education Minister and giving him 
the full facts of the case I not only wrote to him and 
wired to him, but I deputed at the request of the com- 
mittee the Registrar to go and wait on the Hon’ble Minis- 
ter and to ascertain his views and wishes. The Registrar 
met him and came back an 1 reported that the Minister 
was in entire agreement with the views of the local Con- 
vocation Committee, that it was his own wish that under 
the circumstances the Convocation muv be postponed for 
a short time The matter was reported to the Executive 
Council yesterday who unanimously endorsed that opinion 
and they have authorised the Vice-Chancellor to fix a date 
for the Convocation in consultation with the Hon’ble 
Minister in order to suit his convenience. I have no 
doubt that my successor will now take the necessary 
action. 

I can assure you that we have never desired to take 
any retaliatory measures. Further, we were unanimously 
advised that in the present disturbed state of affairs, par- 
ticularly having regard to the communal trouble, we should 
not provide any opportunity for irresponsible people to 
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create trouble. A few people can create an unfortunate 
situation and that is the reason why the Convocation has 
been postponed. 

Mr. G. M. Shironiani : So many students came to me and 
they just informed me that the Convocation was postponed, 
because we made a demonstration last year. I thought 
that this was not the case and informed them accordingly. 
I had a talk with Mr Mathur that if the students other 
than those who are going to get degrees are allowed to sit 
outside the compound and they hear the Minister’s speech 
they would be satisfied. At this particular moment it was 
right on your pait to postpone the Convocation, because 
the situation in the city is also not satisfactory. 1 shall 
try to use my position and influence to see that there is no 
trouble in future. 

Vice-Chancellor: In accordance with parliamentary 
practice I lay answers to the questions of Mr. Krishna 
Rao on the table. I now adjourn the house as our busi- 
ness is over. 

The meeting was then adjourned at 4-47 p. m.
